“National Origin” Plan May 
be Thrown Out 


Congress to Get Question at 
Pinter Session 


Radical Revision of Quotas 
Causes Trouble 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 7. (Exclu- 
sive)—Readjustment of immigration 
quotas on a “national origin” basis 
as provided by the Immigration Act 
of 1924 may never be made effective. 

The whole subject is to be re- 
opened at next winter's session of 
Congress, according to Representa- 
tive Johnson, Republican, Washing- 
ton, chairman of the Houst Commit- 
tee on Immigration. 

Representative Johnson is doubt- 
ful if the commission in whose 
hands rests the working out of the 
national origin quotas will be able to 
present a satisfactory plan. In any 
event, he intends that the House 
Immigration Committee shall go into 
the entire question exhaustively. 

The 1924 act provided that the na- 


departure the q 
systein now in effect, under which 
all certificates are made on the basis 
of number of foreign-born persons 
resident in this country. Giving con- 
sideration to the origin of ancestors 
of rsons born here would meau 
that quotas from certain countries, 
notably Great Britain, would be 
greatly increased, while others would 
be sharply reduced. 

EXPERTS AT WORK 

As the situation is shaping up, the 
national origin provision of the law 
may be nullified either by its repeal 
by Congress next winter or by fail- 
ure ot a commission comprised of the 
Secretaries of State, ‘Commerce and 
Labor to work out a satisfactory set 
of quotas. Experts atigched to the 
cominission are at work and hope to 
complete recommendations in time 
to present them to President Cool- 
idge before Congress convenes in De- 
cember. The law provides that aft- 
er the commission works out the 
quotes the President on or before 
April 1, 1927, shall issue a proclama- 
tion making them effective on July 
1. There is a clause in the law, how- 
ever, which provides that if for any 
reason no proclamation is issued, the 
old quotas system shall remain in 
effect. Some members of Congress 
apparently believe that this may be 
the outcome even if the provision is 
not repealed. 

The quota system now in effect is 
op the basis of 2 per cent of the 
mumber of foreign-born 1 -ividuals 
resident in continental United States 
as determined Ly the census of 1890. 
The minimum quota of e h country 
is 100. The total of all «uotas is 
164,667. The national origin system 
reduces the total by more than 14. 
000, besides upsetting the ratios now 


to the Trevor estimates, the quota 
for Great Britain and North Ireland 
would be boosted 0 5,135, or consid- 
erably more than half of all quotas. 

The Irish State quota now is 
28,567. Under the national origin 
system, according to the estimate, it 
would be reduced to 8330.

It would be cut to 29,028 
under the Trevor estimate. 

Other European countries which 
would ‘suffer reductions in quotas 
similarly, include Sweden, which 
would be cut from 9561 to 3072; Nog- 
way, from 6435 to 2053; Poland, from 
5062 to 4535; France, from 3954 to 
1772; Ozecho-Slovakia, from 3073 to 
1859; Denmark, frcm 2739 to 945, 
and Switzerland, rom 2081 to 783.

DOVER (Eng.) Aug. 7. (4)—Ger- 
trude Ederle bounced out of bed at 
11:30 o'clock this morning, declaring 
she was ready for another swim. 

She showed no traces of the ter- 
rible strain of yesterday's ordeal. when 
she battled the treacherous currents 
of the English Channel for fourteen 
hours and thirty-one minutes, cross- 
ing from France to England in rec- 
ord time and becoming the first of her 


-sex to perform the feat. 


The New York girl was full of pep 
and in good humor when she arose, 
and proceeded immediately to get 
ready to catch the afternoon boat 
from Folkestone to Boulogne, where 
her training quarters were established. 

Miss Ederle was in the water again 
of Dover Beach a short time after 
arising. She explained that she never 
could face a day without a swim, 
and was sure she could swim back to 
Boulogne today if she tried. 

“The great point in my swimming 
at all,” she said, “was to show that 
a girl could do it, that an American 
gin could do it, and that I was the 
American girl.” 

Asked to say something regarding 
her experience Miss Ederle replied: 

“All I can say is that, when I 
started off, I was determined to stay 
until I had planted my feet on the 
English shor-, and I am glad to say 
I did. I feel proud, indeed, and so 
would you if you were receiving all 
these letters, telegrams and cables of 
congratulation.”

The record for the greatest gain 
in actual number of le has re- 
mained with New York for the whole 
period since 1900, for in the ten 
years previous to that time the 
eastern metropolis added 1.921.901 
persons to her total of residents. But 
Los Angeles, if her present rate of 
increase holds good until 1930, will 
almost equal that record with an 
estimated ten-year gain of 1.139.400— 
a figure never approached by any 
other city save New York. The pres- 
ent annual numerical growth of Los 
Angeles is much larger than New 
York's. 

That the 1930 census returns will 
reveal an interesting change in the 
respective aligninent of the major 
cities is also predicted through this 


survey. In the 1920 census the cities, 
grouped in relation to their popula- 
tion, stod in this order: New York, 
Chicago, Philadelphia, Detroit, Cleve- 
land, St. Louis, Boston, Baltimore, 
Pittsburgh, Los Angeles, Buffalo, and 
San Francisco.

Dr. Bovard of U.S.C. Today 
Celebrates Seventieth 
Anniversary

Dr. George Finley Bovard, president- 
emeritus of the University of South- 
ern California, rounded out his three- 


score years and 
ten yesterday.

The city 
of Los Angeles and the common- 
wealth of California owe much to 
him—he is one of those who deserves 
well of his community. On this sev- 
entieth anniversary of his birth 
throngs of fellow-citizens greeted 
him and sped him happily on his 
way to his next great goal—that 
of four score. 
George Finley Bovard is a Hoosier 
by birth, his first home being at 
Alpha, Ind. The family name is 
easily traceable to France, whence 
numbers of persecuted Huguenots 
had fied, following the Protestant 
Reformation, to take refuge in North- 
ern Ireland. George's grandfather 
(whose name was a George) came 
in 1817 to the United States and set- 
tled in a pioneer home in Ohio. 
James Bovard, his father, was a 
school-teacher, later becoming 8 
farmer. He was a consistent Repub- 
lican and a staunch Methodist; dure 
ing the Civil War he ardently upheld 
the Union principles, and enjoyed the 
distinction of being with Sherman 
on his memorable march to the sea. 
The education of George Finley 
Bovard was im the ~ public 
schools of Indiana and completed in 
the University of Gouthern Califor- 
nia—with which the Bovard name 


has been most intimately associated , 


since its foundation neerly half a 
century ago. The first president of 
the university was Rev. Dr. Marian 
M. Bovard, the oldest member of the 
family, who is still gratefully remem- 
bered by many of our older citigens. 
Freeman D. Bovard, another brother, 
was for some time a leading profes- 
sor. George PF. was a member of the 
Arat graduating class, receiving his 
A.B. degree in 1884. Three years later 
his alma mater conferred gipon him 
the degree of master of arts. At sub- 
sequent dates he was honored with 
the degree of doctor of divinity, by 
Willamette University, and doctor of 
laws, by Syracuse University. 

The Bovards have been a family 
of teachers—and George Finley was 
no exception. After several years of 
teaching in the public schools, he 
entered the ministry of the Methodist 
Episcopal church, his first regular 

torate being at San Bernardino, 

rise in the ranks of Methodist 
preachers was rapid; and in 1887 he 
was given the high station of presid- 
ing elder.” From 1890 to 1897 he was 
superintendent of the mission of 
Arizona Territory, health considera- 


tions hav ted the desir- 
ability cf climate to be 
found there. 


In the meantime Dr. Bovard had 
been elected a trustee of the Uni- 
versity of Southern California, and 
it was not long till he was made 
president of the board. During the 
trying years of the university's his- 
tory, when at times its very existence 
seemed to be at stake, he became act- 
ing president, in which capacity he 
proved to be a tower of strength, di- 
recting the policies of the institution 
until 1903, when he was formally 
elected president of the university. 
Thenceforth for two decades his name 
was well-nigh synonymous with that 
of the university itself, 

In 1921, on account of health con- 
ditions and on the urgent advice of 
his physicians, he reluctantly relin- 
guished his active duties—-which had 
become very arduous—and accepted 
the title of president-emeritus. Thus 
is clear that he has been inti- 


mately associated with the work of 
the university in the capacity of 


leadership, almost continuously 
throughout the course of its entire 
history. He has witnessed its phe- 
nomenal growth—due in generous 
measure to his own nourishing care 
and devoted labors—from a weak, 
struggling institution almost devoid 
of financial standing, to its present 
place of leadership among institu- 
tions of higher learning of the great 
Southwest. It is hardly too much to 
say—as indeed Dr. Von KleinSmid, 
the present president, has in sub- 
stance repeatedly stated—that in a 
peculiar sense the university stands 
today as a monument to his utter 
devotion and unceasing efforts. Presi- 
dent-Emeritus Bovard, as he rounds 
out his three-score years and ten, 
may be fully assured that he holds 
a high and enviable place not only 
in his own community, but likewise 
among the remost educational 
— of the State and the Pacific 


His alertness and useful activity 
since laying aside the active duties 
of administration are well attested to 


today. He is a member of the Uni- 


versity Club of Los Angeles, of the 
Brentwood Country Club and of the 
Celtic Club (of which he was presi- 
dent in 1909.) For several years he 
served as president of the Historical 
Society of Southern California, and 
he is at present chairman of the 
executive committee of the board of 
governors of the great. Los Angeles 
Museum at Exposition Park. As one 
man upon whom the divers political 
factions could cordi‘@ly agree, he has 
been serving as chairman of the spe- 
cial committee on decennial reap- 
portionment of California in accord- 
ance with the mandate of the State 
Constitution. 

Dr. Bovard has thus rendered, and 
continues to render, faithful and 
conspicuous service in several fields 
c high endeavor—as a Christian 
minister, as a church administratot 
and in the broad realm of civic ac- 
tivity. But, take it all in all, he is 
best known and appreciated ag the 
builder of the University of South- 
ern California into a great city in- 
stitution, whose name and influence 
haye gone forth into all lands, The 

e, George Finley Bovard, stands 
in relation to the University of 
Southern California as does that of 
David Starr Jordan to Leland Stan- 
ford University and that of Benjamin 
Ida Wheeler to the University of 
California. Each of these great insti- 
tutions is at present going forward, 
under new and conspicuous leader- 
ship, to achievements that seemed 
quite impossible but a short decade 
ago, each adds new luster to the

2 m Berlin comes a report of medical 
resten into the causes of cancer that 
gives cause for hope that the ravages of 


this dread disease may finally be success- 


fuMy checked. According to Prof. Warburg 
of the Kaiser Institute, cancer is not a 
germ disease; it is the result or the effect 
of the strangulation of humen cells, there- 
by changing their normal functions and 
2 them to grow abnormally. 

Strangulation results from cutting off the 

normal supply of oxygen. Most of the cells 
affected perish, but some continue to live; 
and the defective cells, instead of burning 
the sugar of the blood into carbon and wa- 
ter, turn it Into lactic acid, thereby causing 
the abnormal growth. ‘ 

| The experts of the Kaiser Institute as- 
sert that they have established, through re- 
peated experiments that there is no differ- 
ence between artificially strangled cells and 
the cancer cells. 

“Knowledge is power.” Once the nature 
of a disease is definitely ascertained the 
way is prepared for prevention and cure. 
Cancer is one of the few maladies that has, 
to the present, yielded nothing to scientific 
research. Years of time and millions of 
money have been expended seeking to dis- 
cover the cancer germ; and the fact that 
such investigation has failed utterly adds 
to the presumption that the germ is really 
nonexistent. 

But it is ome thing to establish that can- 
cer is the result of poison spread by pol- 
soned cells and a vastly different thing to 
discover how to prevent this strangulation. 
Medical experts have reached the convic- 

n that cancer is not a communicable dis- 
ire, which in itself is a blessing. Once 
the victims were isolated, but that is no 
longer advisable. Members of the tuffer- 
er's family can care fot the victim without 
risk of contracting the disease. 

It is possible that a method of treatment 
may be discovered whereby the formation 
of the lactic acid can be prevented, and op- 
erations will no longer be neces The 
magic result attained by modern medical 
scientists in combatigg other maladies en- 
courages one to hope that they will be able 
to bring cancer, too, under control.

Schouweller does not always 
buy in Canada. In the case ot the 
huge shipment arriving on the 


Chris Muller the whisky was pur- 


chased in England, shipped to 


China and reshipped. to the Uni- 


ted States. 

Along with some of his friends 
and business associates Schou- 
weller organized some time ago 
an exporting company known as 
the Western Freighters. The com- 
pany was organized in Canada 
and operates without assistance 


or connection with the Consolida- . 


ted. For a time the S. S. Prince 
Albert, one of the best-known 
rum steamers, was owned by this 
company. 

“Black Tony” Paragini, often 
found connected with Schouwelier, 
sometimes operates ‘alone and 
again is found connected at times 
with importers of whisky from 
San Francisco. Black Tony's 
deals are extensive and he can 
be found as often in the north 
as in this city. 

Bill Nard, the fourth member 
of the “Big Four,” hails from 
San Francisco and points north 
and for the past few weeks has 
been busy with the Malahat, a five- 
masted schooner owned by the 
Consolidated. Nard owned the 
last load brought to this coast 
in the Malahat and unloaded here 
for local consumption 

After the “Big Four” comes a 
long list of lesser lights, some- 
times riding the crest of the 
wave of prosperity and some- 
times nearly broke. Among them 
are numbered Walter South, own- 
er of his own speed boats and 
sometimes in the market for a 
whole shipload of whisky; Paul 
Payne, also known as Paul Rubio; 
Tom Murphy, alias Clubfoot Mur- 
phy, Joe Parrienti, Jake Woight, 
Joe Ferris and a few others. 

No matter who owns a particu- 
lar load of whisky purchased in 
Vancouver from the Consolidated, 
Western Freighters or an indepen- 
dent broker the same general 
method is used to clear the ship- 


ment from the Northern port and 


to smuggle it into Southern Call- 
fornia, 

First and foremost with the 
whisky ring every thing and 
every deal must be paid for in 
cash in American money. If the 
shipment is owned by the Consoli- 
dated or some other company and 
sold over the rail of the vessel 
the money payment is made on 

shore to the ship’s agent. If 
the load is owned by a local 
dealer the payment is made in 
cash in Canada or to the agent 
here before shipment. 

The method used to obtain 
proper ship’s papers is simple and 
only takes plenty of cash and a 
little time. When a shipment is 


loaded in Vancouver with the

EARLY ANGELENOS ENJOYED LIFE UTOPIANS

dut ot pleasures. He it was who 
laid out the Pueblo of Los Ange- 
les. 

While the present plaza is, at 


this time, far from being the cen- 


ter, either of the business or so- 
cial life of Los Angeles, when 
Governor de Neve laid out the 
pueblo, the spot chosen for the 
plaza was selected with a view 
that it should not be too far from 
good grazing lands suitable for 
the settlers’ stock. There is no 
question but that in those days, 
horses grazed up and down the 
present site of Broadway; the 
family cow cropped the herbage 
along the present confines of 
Spring street, whilé the pet sad- 
dle stock raced back and forth 
in mad glee where Hill street 
sky-scrapers now rear their 
heads. There were no $12,000- 
per-front-foot business lots, nor 
did real estate agents, with auto 


busses, beseech one in imploring 


es to “be our guests for the 
day” on a trip down the San Fer- 
nando Valley or elsewhere. 

When the plazas were laid out 


and San Jose, 


for the pueblos of Los Angeles 
lots were set 
apart for a courthouse, town hall, 
church, granaries and jail. Lots 
for the settlers came next, each 
one of whom had, besides the spot 
for his home, several acres of 
farming land, with water, and 
the right to use the pasture lands 
of the town. To each family al- 
so was given two horses, two 
cows, two oxen, a mule, several 
goats, sheep, chickens, farming 
implements and a small sum of 


money. Talk about an independ- . 


ent start! 

And listen to this: “There 
Was no such thing as asking tax 
money of the townspeople in 
those days. lustead of such a 
plan, some of the land was re- 
served as public property, to be 
rented out, the proceeds to be 
used for the expenses of the gov- 
ernment.” At that time, Los An- 


_geles had large tracts of this land 


near what was then the center of 
town, which belonged to the city 
government. However, as the 
place thrived and grew, this land 


* 


was taken up by new settlers, or 
appropriated by officials, until it 
was shortly discovered that the 


d had become private proper 


ty; and when the city came to 
feel the needs of city parks and 
land for public buildings, it had to 
pay large sums of money for 
those public necessities. 


The Ruler 


An alcalde, or mayor, was the 
ruler of the pueblo. He, together 


with a council, was chosen by the 


people. To advise with these of- 
ficials there was a commissioner 


who represented the governor of 


the country. There were in Cali- 
fornia in early days, four presid- 
los, which at first were merely 
forts, with homes for the com- 
mander, officers, soldiers and 
their families. All were ruled by 
a commanding officer or “com- 
mandante.” 

One might naturally infer that 
with all the gifts of free land, 
stock and cash, the class of set- 
tlers who would be attracted to 


tled, obtaining grants of 


thrifty, bard-working class. How- 
ever, such was not entirely the 
case. Many of these who came 


into the country from Mexico, 


were mere idlers who did not want 
to work, but were dissipated and 
uneducated. In fact, strange as 
it may seem, several years after 
the founding of the pueblo, when 
a Spanish official was sent down 
from Monterey to convey to the 
Los Angeles settlers full title to 
their lands, it was discovered 


that not one of the twenty-four 


heads of families could sign his 
name to the papers! 


Gradually, however, 
class of people began to drift into 
this section—men of education 
and learning, brave and hardy. 
Numerous Spanish families of 
fine character also came and set- 
land 


from the government and buying 
cattle from the herds out at San 
Gabriel Mission, after which they 
started in to stock-raising on an 
extensive scale. 

And then began the real life of 
happiness which the old-time Cal- 


a better 


ifornian so dearly loved—the pas- 
toral and sheperd life! The 
ranches were immense tracts, 
their acreage running into the 
thousands, while the horses and 
cattle raised -by these old time 
ranchers numbered thousands. 
The old Spanish home was typi- 


cal for the comfort it conveyed. 


It was constructed of adobe 
bricks, generally built around a 
court, into which all the rooms 
opened. In many instances—not- 
ably in the old De La Guerra 
mansion at Santa Barbara, sever- 
al feet of the space in the court- 
yard next the wall was covered 
with tile roofing, which formed 
a shaded veranda. Here the fam- 
ily would gather to spend their 
leisure hours and receive visitors, 
the men smoking their cigarettes, 
and the women— no, not smoking, 
but chatting the latest pueblo gos- 
sip, while the children played and 
sang happily: é 

Those were indeed the happy 
times! In the balmy summer ev- 
enings, sweet strains of Spanish 
music from violin, guitar or man-

gathered, speed boats are made 
ready, trucks are gathered and on 
some dark night the speed boats 
meet the mother vessel anywhere 
from thirty to sixty miles 
shore. In five and six hundred- 
case lots the whisky is run in the

In every case a great deal of 
“greasing” or bribery is resorted 
to by the smugglers when a load 
is about to be landed. Minor 
local officials must be taken care 
of, owners of landing “spots” 
must be fixed, persons living near 
storage “spots” must be paid, oft 
en peace officers are engaged to 
ride the loads to town at $100 
each and everybody with whom 
the rum runners have any contact 
at all must be taken care of. The 
affair is expensive.

Godd, pure Scotch whisky may 
be purchased in Canada at $15 a 
case. About fifty cents to one 
dollar is added as the price of the 
clearance papers. Boat crews

porter. In all, under the best of 
conditions, it costs about $20 to 
lend a case of $15 whisky in a 
“spot” within the city limits of 
Los Angeles. This price does 
not include breakage, loss by be 
Ing forced to throw a load over- 
board to escape capture, . 
jackers and the graft in whisky 
demanded by dishonest offcials. 
The importers at present are 
getting from $45 to $50 a case 
for their Whisky. 

At present along the Pactfie 


Coast south of San Francisco the 
following ships are known to be 
operating: The Malahat, a five 
masted schooner; the Frincipo, @ 
steamer; the Prince Albert, & 
small steamer, and about four 
smaller schooners. 

Most of the whisky is smugglod 
through at Oxnard, Seal Beach, 
Del Mar, Oceanside, Laguna, San- 
ta Barbara and points noar Long 
Besch. Very little nau x is 
brought into the south thn \gh 
the official ports, although one or 
two large shipments have beon 
sailed right into San Pedro and 
landed the docks.

An Early Riser 


The old-time Californign was 
an early riser. The first peep of 


* 


the rising sun found him up and 


doing. Nor were the youngsters 
allowed to lie abed as in this age 
of laziness and languor. No ex- 
cuse, aside from illness, would be 
countenanced for remaining abed 
after sunrise. 

Once out of bed, the first thing 
was morning devotion—the Alba 
—e beautiful prayer of thanksgiv- 
ing for care through the night, 
and a plea for assistance and pro- 
tection throughout the day just 
at hand. 

The morning meal was simple, 
consisting chiefly of the tortilla, 
with coffee. One might infer that 
the making of tortillas for a large 
family of hungry Spanish young- 
sters, might be on a par with the 
buckwheat days of back East. 
The making of the tortilla was a 
real art. The meal was made in- 
to a small cake of dough about 
the size of one’s fist. It was then 
spatted out flat and thin by a dex- 
trous tossing from one hand to 
the other until they were little 
thicker than a sheet of cardboard. 
They were then tossed on a hot 
griddle or stove-lid by a peculiar 
twist of the wrist. Only a second 
or two was necessary to bake 
them. 

After the meal, the padrone“ 
or head of the house, would 
mount his horse, generally most 
richly decorated with a silver- 
mounted saddle and bridle, jing- 
ling silver spurs, and with lariat 
suspended on the right-hand tie- 
strap, start out with his foreman 
(or segundo) to ride over the es- 
tate, looking after his cattle and 
noting if his vaqueros were doing 
their work property. 


The Inspection 


One Spanish family residing in 
the southern part of California 
had sixteen sons, all over six feet 
in height, who used to accompany 
their father on his daily inspec- 
tion of the ranch. In those days 
large families were common—and 
generally they were happy and 
contented—despite the fact that 
autos were undreamed of, picture 
shows scores of years in the fu- 
ture, and there was no desire to 
“get out and make a hight of it.” 
The old-time California father and 
mother always knew where their 
youngsters were at nightfall 

As the boys of the family dével- 
oped, they took to the saddle as 
naturally as a duck to water. 
From infancy this constituted a 
part of the daily training. Every 
youngster had his oon saddle 
horse—in fact, they were s0 
cheap that there was no excuse 
for the poorest not having at 


‘least one riding animal, just as 


the poorest families of this day 
and age must own at least one 
“tin Lizzie.”

The great event of the year was 
the annual roundup or “rodeo.” 
Then the catile were gathered on 
the ranges, driven to a central 
point for the purpose ( cutting 
out and branding the calves and 
counting the stock or otherwise 
disposing of certain of them. 


The Round-Up 


The ranch owner with all his 


Vaqueros was always in attend- 
ance at these rodeos, as the cat- 
tle from each ranch must be cut 
oft and the young stock marked 
with the owner’s brand. In early 
days there was no such thing as 
attempting to change a brand or. 
“rustle” stock belonging to oth- 
ers. All such trickery and knav- 
ery was instigated by the white 
settler who came later. 

The wildest excitement pre 
vailed at these rodeos, and there 
was much good-natured rivalry 
between riders and ropers. The 
dexterity of some of these old Cal- 
ifornians with the riata was lit- 
Another 
feat which was considered the 
height of vaquero perfection, was 
to seize an unruly steer by the 
tail, on the dead run, wrap the 
tail about the saddle horn, at the 
same time spurring the horse for- 


ward or to one side _ violently. - 


This would, if the trick were 
rightly performed, throw the steer 
heavily on its back. Today this 
old trick of the early-day Califor- 
nian is well-nigh a lost art in cow- 
boy life. 

Quaint and strikingly pictur- 
esque was the old time Califor- 
nian. He was the most graceful 
horseman in the world. Living 
practically in the saddle from day; 
light until dawn, ft was only nat- 
ural that he should develop inte 
such. His saddle, bridle and bit 
were of the very finest, richly 
trimmed and inlaid With gold or 
silver; his spurs were hand- 
made of the finest steel and in- 
laid with silver; his hat was wide 
of brim and also richly decorated 
with gold and silver cord, and was 
of the most costly manufacture. 


Picturesque 


His clothing consisted of & 
short jacket of cloth or velvet, 
with plenty of buttons, and with 
lace trimmings of silver and gold 
in most elaborate designs. His 
trousers also were of velvet, or 
dark, Reavy cloth, tight-fitting 
above the knee and about the 
waist, worn from the knee down 
to display beautiful lace designs 
in white. About the waist was 
wrapped a wide sash of brilliant 
hue, with tassled ends. Some of 
these outfits would run inte thou- 
sands of dollars.

globe for its fame has traveled 
far. 
A little canyon in the hills, one 
block nerth of the junction of Ca- 
hueaga and Highland avenues in 
Hollywood, nas been transformed 
into a picturesque open-air thea- 
ter, dedicated to the Pilgrimage 
Play.

"aw people know that in the sunn; waters of 
Catalina Island just off the California coast 
rests an old pirate ship that for 150 years was 
ed most feared of her kind afloat. The old 
sta Fong (later renamed Ning Po) was built in the 
shipyard near the city of

bold pilot of the junk drew his 
ship under cliffs and peered 
from the hefght of the surround- 


ing mountains faf over the sea 


until he spied his victim. Then 


he would sally forth from his 3 


lair to rob, torture and plunder. 
Terror to Ships 
The Kin Tai Pong became a ter- 


ror to shipping along the entire 
Chinese Coast and so fast was she 


that no district, no matter how re- 


mote, was safe from her raids. 
Ofttimes, like the vikings of 


ancient Norway, the knife-wielding 


crew would attack defenseless 
villages along the sea coast. Far 


back into the hinterland would 


they prowl and lay the country- 
side waste. 


The old boat was an ardent slav- 
er and in the raids on the vil- 
lages all the pretty young girls 
were seized and carried off to be 
sold as mistresses to the wealthy 
Chinese mandarins. Many a time 
and oft has the old Kin Tai Fong 
resounded to the wails of hund- 
reds of such prisoners. In the 


-derk hold of the old vessel they 


were herded, like so many cattle. 

Very versatile was she, tod. The 
Kin Tal Fong turnei to whatever 
seemed to offer the best possible 
chance of plunder, when one of 
the frequent Chinese rebellions 
occurred the old villain would be- 
come a warship on one side or the 
other. Thus she vacillated back 
and forth until the early part of 
the ninteenth century and the be- 
ginning of the Tai Ping Rebel- 
lion—a series of events that was 
to affect the future of the Kin 
Tal Fong. 


Opium is Casus Belli 
Li Hung, a Chinese general, de- 
clared himself emperior, under the 
name of Teen Wang, of a new 
dynasty called the Tia Ping with 
his capital at Nanking. The unrit- 
ten law of the Tia Ping dynasty 


was that there was to be no opium 


traffic. This of course stepped on 
the toes of the British East India 
Company. which had a monopoly 
of the opium trade in the Orient 
at that time. French forces 
joined with the British in quelling 
the new rebellion. 


It has always been a habit of 


a rebellion or any sort of trouble 


to terrify, slay and starve their 
countrymen who were not their 
allies. Thus with the Tia Pings. 
Li Hung and his victorious rebel 
army swept through the country 
like wildfire, destroying everything 
before him. In this way he made 
enemies of all those who survived 
and when the turn of the tide came, 
which was inevitable with the 


advent of the British and French 


armies, he was fighting British, 
French and the imperial govern- 
ment to boot. 

In the meantime the Kin Tal 


. Fong continued ravaging the seas 


as was her wont. Being pirates 
themselves the crew of the Kin 
Tai Fong leaned toward the cause 
of the Tia Pings and ransacked 
every opium shit that left the 
Chinese coast and because of her 
exploits, coupled with the troub- 
les that the Tia Pings were caus- 
ing the opium trade, the English 
goverment sent Lord Napier to 
China to adjust conditions. 


Made Prison Ship 


Lord Napier was not long in 
the Orient before he ordered the 


Po.Old Chinese Pirat 


seizure of the Kin Tai Fong as a 
jirate. For several years the old 


siip remained in comparatively 
peaceful service along the coast 
but Lord Napier died and she re- 
verted to her former career of 
crime. However, the junk was 
not to get away with that sort of 
thing long for the established 
goverment seized her and she was 
used as a prison ship at the mouth 
of the Tetsieh River. 

Smugglers and pirates were 
confined within her numerous 
torture chambers, and outdoing 
even the pirates themselves the 
government constructed many 
new and weird methods of tor- 

A great tank in which many 
prisoners were forced to stand 
erect was slowly filled with water 
and then emptied and this was 
kept up incessantly until the poor 
victims died of exposure. On the 
necks of many were placed huge 
boards, two prisoners to a board, 
and this they carried about with 
them, the board being wet from 
time to time so that in shrinking 
it strangled them to death. Then 
it was that the bloodiest chapter 
in her sordid career was written, 


‘

for the captain, tired of the com- 
paratively slow way of killing bis 
prisoners, equipped his crew with 
great swords and beheaded 168 
prisoners that day. 
The Tia Ping revolution was at 
its height and the rebel Tia, Ping 


seized the Kin Tai Fong (a com- 


paratively easy task as the pirates 
already leaned toward their 
cause) and used her as a trans- 
port because of her great size 
and speed. The British cruisers 
treated the Tia Ping junks as 
pirates, particularly the Kin Tal 
Fong, and the combined British 


and French forces took part in 


forty-three battles on land and sea 
in which over 400,000 rebels were 
slain. During these later battles 
Gen, Ward, who preceded “Chi- 
nese” Gordon, led many of the at- 
tacks; but the final overthrow of 
the rebels was due to Gen. Charles 
“Chinese” Gordon. He organized, 
in collaboration with the imperial 
goverment, the imperial troops, 
called by the Chinese The Ever- 
victorious Army, and took the 
field against the rebels. 

City after city fell and in July 
1864, Nanking, the capital and 
stronghold of the Tia Ping re- 
bellion, surrendered and thus end- 
ed the hopes of the dynsty. 


Christened Ning Po 


With the defdat of the Tia 
Pings came the fall of their navy 
and “Chinese” Gordon took espe-

The Ancient Art of Brick Making 


There have been some advances 
made in the preparation of the ma- 
terial and the baking of the raw 
brick, but fundamentally the brick- 
maker of today does as did his fore- 
runner of 6000 years ago. Brick and 
the making of brick have a history 
almost coeval with that of civiliza- 
tion. In 604 B.C. Nebuchadnezzar 
built Babylon of brick. Centuries 
before that remote day the Ecyptians 
were shaping the mud of the Nile 
into hand-made brick. Recently 
brick-veneered buildings were un- 
earthed in Central Chaldea that 
were erected about 4500 B.C. Two 
hundred years before the dawn of 
Christianity thousands of Chinese 
coolies were laboring on the wall 
around China. Twelve hundred and 
fifty mis long, it is still one of the 
outstanding examples of the histori- 
cal use of brick.

I was born of a hunting family in 
Nottinghamshire, Eng, many years 
ago—how many perhaps I may exer- 
cise my woman's prerogative not to 


say. 

My education consisted of a suc- 
cession of inefficient governesses, one 
ter another, distinguished not by 
degrees of ineptitude but only by 
degrees of pulchritude. If the gov- 
ernesses were pretty my six bold, 
bright-eyed brothers flirted with 
them, and they were sent away. If 
they were plain my father could not 
bear the sight of them, and they were 
sent away. 

I was always sa teller of stories, 
from my earliest memories, But as a 
child it was oral narrative rather 
than writing which I practiced. I fab- 
ricated endless and gigantic tales 
which I related to my open-:.outhed 
At — age I Lad not 
the endous fact that 
the most forcible, the most dramatic 
narrative is the simple truth—>pro- 
vided the truth of one’s lite has pro- 
vided material for narrative. My old 
home has even now the reputation 
of being haunted by a horde of most 
dismal and unfortunate ghosts, all of 
them implanted there by my youth- 
ful imagination. 

When I was little more than 20, I 
went to the Island of Mauritius, east 
600 miles from Madagascar, as com- 
penion to a cousin whose husband 
was stationed on the Island as Col- 
oral Secretary. After a very few 
months in that wonderful enchanted 
land I married. Malaria and other 
plagues—-which must beset us most 
in the loveliest Edens—played very 
sad havoc with me in the short years 
that followed, and it was on Mauri- 
tius that I buried two of my children. 

The doctors ordered me back to 
England. I was paralysed all down 
one side. Two years I lay in bed, 
unable to move. The doctors said I 
could never live. 

The idea of dying in my bed was 
abhorrent to me. I wanted to expe- 
rience the feel of a ship again, to be 
satisfied by the clean salt winds of 
the sea, before the short life of me 
was done. Against all common sense, 
throwing away apparently what the 
doctors told me was my brief hope 
of life, I shipped off on board ea little 
sailing vessel for Australia. There my 
husband, who had made arrange- 
ments to leave Mauritius, would meet 
me It was the second week in Feb- 
ruary that I left Glasgow. And small 
hope had I ever of seeing Australia or 
my husband again. 

Bad weather overwhelmed us. The 
loose drift ice of the antipodean 
summer caugbt my fragile little ship 
off the Cape of Good Hope. From 
Giasgow in February I did not sight 
land again until early in July. Yet 
thoee long dangerous months on the 
ocean had done what not all the 
dcectors could have done. The months 
hed put life into me, which all others 
except myself had despaired of. By 
the time we sighted Australia I felt 
myself comparatively well, though 
still very lame and tired. 

In Melbourne my son was born. In 
Melbourne my, husband died. Alone 
except for the boy, and far from any 
help, I set-about to make my own 
living. During the years I had been 
abed in England I had written my 
first book, “The Garden of Content- 
ment,” and the fine reception ac- 
corded this by critics had given me 
some hope of lasting success in lit- 
erature.

“Reputation” and numerous books 
of my collected ghost stories: 

A far cry, ingeed, those industri- 
ous and prosperous years, from the

had come in—fieets and fleets of 
argostes and golden galleons. Writ- 
ing, writing all the time, scarcely 
time to pause and think of anything 
except the stories. 

During all these busy years I trav- 
eled very little, except in the vast 
and boundary-less countries of the 
imagination.

In one group of islands 
I had twenty convicts out of prison 
to carry my kit for me. 

No white people there, of course, 
but the natives were very nice to 
me. Only once did I have a muti- 
neering crew on my hands, On an- 
other island I reigned for five weeks 
as king of all the white people. Some 
pretty bad bouts of fever brought me 
down at times, and I learned ea great 
deal more than I had already known 
about life and human nature—other- 
ge nothing very exciting happened 

me.

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Fake Shay for Years Associated With Elbert Hubbard, 
Gives Us an Intensely Interesting and Intimate 
Account of His Friend's Life and W ork

Elbert Hubbard, whose little mag- 
azine the Philistine first appeared 
in June, 1895, Broke into the mag- 
azine game as an editor after having 


| bis work rejected by practically ev- 


ery magazine editor in the country. 
He retired from business in the late 
eighties, having amassed in the 
scrap business, a modest fortune 
amounting to $75,000. His idea upon 
retiring from business was to go to 
Harvard and get e degree, but one 
year iu the classic groves seems to 
have been sufficient. He then made 
a trip abroad aud while. in England 
met William Morris and was 80 
fascinated by the work this great 
craftsman and atitist was doing he 
at once returned to the United 
States and set up the Roycroft Shop 
at Hast Aurora, N. Y. 

The Philistine came as a shock 
to many when it niet appeared. Mr. 
Shay, who writes in a breezy man- 
ner, and without drawing too fine 
distinctions, explains its popularity. 
“One must have,” says he, an excel- 
lent forgettery to forget or forgive 
the unnatural dress of both men and 
the cast-iron manners, the 
stilted speech, the groove thinking 
and the Blue Sundays. Victorian 
hvrnocrisy end surface culture were 
a sham. and ite fetish ‘good form’ 
an insult to naturalness. Then came 
the Pmilistine, so gay, and candid 
and wlLolesomre that it immediately 
divide sophisticated America into 
two distinct classes: those who took 
the Philistine and those who didn't 
know how to take it.” 

The miagezine sprang inte popular- 
ity over night. Its circulation 
mounted into the thousands, tens 
of thousands and finally the regular 
edition going to paid subscribers 
reached beyond the 100,000 mark. 

The Roycrofters, under Hubbard's 
guidance, gave the “art preservative” 
a new lease of life in this country. 
I very well remember the first copy 
of the Philistine that came to my 
hand. I was emplcvyed at one of the 
Jargest printing and publishing houses 
in Northwestern Ohio at the time 
and the type, paper, and general 
make-up of this magazine was 80 
different from anything that I was 
used to that my first impression 
was one of wonder that a such a 
magazine printed as it was on plain 
mitcher's paper could be marketed. 
But a study of the contents of that

He refused to join with the 
Muckrakers“ of the period in damn- 
ing all business and because on oc- 
casion he praised such men as E. H. 
Gary, Andrew Carnegie, Henry M. 
Flagler and other equally prominent 
figures of industry, commerce and 
finance, the Socialists and the liber- 
als generally taunted him with the

But this did not bother Hubbard. 
He serenely went his colorful way 
up and down the highways of the 
land and his earnings from his lec- 
ture tours alone amounted to a for- 
tune. Whatever may be said of this 
remarkable man he was beloved by 
thousands. Some one has said: El- 
bert Hubbard is the only man who 
ever had to build an inn to house 
his admirers.”

SWAT THAT FLY 


With us, the common house 
fly without question is the most 
frequent transmitter of disease. 
There are also biting flies that 
are responsible for the spread of 
other diseases. Among the dis- 
eases carried by the domestic fly 
are typhoid, cholera, amebic dys- 
entery, ganggosa and oriental 
sore, or Bagdad boil. In the first 
four diseases the fly transmits 
the infection by carrying organ- 
isms from the discharges of the 
sick to the food of the well. 
These four diseases have been the 
cause of countiess deaths. a 

Obviously, it is desirable to ac- 
complish the same ends with flies 
as with mosquitoes, though dif- 
ferent methods are necessary. 

ms are, of course, a neces- 
sity to prevent their access to 
the sick and the well and to food 
supplies. All infected 
charges from the sick should be 
sterilized before being disposed 
of. Fly swatters, fly paper, fly 
poison and traps all have their 
places 


There are a number of cousins 
of the domestic fly that cause 
harm. Yaws, or frambesia, filar- 
lasis, tuaremia, or deer-fiy fever. 
cutaneous tropical myiasis and 
trypanosomiasis are transmitted 
by them. Tularemia is accom- 
panied with high fever and is 
carried by a horsefly.— Journal

DON’T LAST 
EXPLAINED 


Bureau of Standards Tells 
of Tests to Which They 
Subject All Kinds of Tires 
been reached as to factors which in- 
Guence the life of tires, according 
to a paper which has just been 1is- 
sued by the Bureau of Standards, 
t of Commerce. 
(1.) A carcass in which the fric- 
tion rubber is slightly compounded 


appears to stand up better under test 
than one in which “pure gum” is 


(2.) Within the customary limits of 
air pressure used in tires, the higher 
the pressure the better the tire will 
stand up. 

(3.) Fabric tires develop a much 
higher temperature than cord tires, 
and their life is much less than cord 
tires 


(4.) Separation, which was the 
principal cause of failure in these 
tests, did not always take place in 
the same location in the tire. It oo- 
curred in most cases between the 
tread and breaker, breaker and cush- 
ion, cushion and carcass, or between 
the outer two plies. 

(5.) Any particular brand of tire 
usually showed a characteristic type 


(6.) Some makes of tires “blow out” 
much sooner after separation has 
started than others. 0 

7.) Compounded inner tubes for 
truck tires appear to withstand the 
action of heat better than those of 
the pure-gum t ; 

It is in ting to note that of the 
tires tested, in general not more than 
one-half the samples passed the test 
requirements, although a general tm- 
provement was noted during the pe- 
riod covered by the tests in the case 
of some tires. 

The publication briefly describes 
the testing machines developed by the 
bureau for this work. By using these 
machines it is possible to determine 


in forty-eight hours facts which would} 


otherwise require several months’ use 
on the road. A table gives the results 
of the tests. Tires are identified by 
letters; manufacturers’ names are not 
given.

But Mr. Burney can almost de 
called the county government of Mar- 
iposa county, having duties and be- 
ing known variously as deputy Coun- 
ty Clerk, deputy County Recorder, 
deputy County Assessor and some- 
times as deputy County Auditor, al- 
though Deputy County Clerk, Record- 
er and Assessor Burney doesn't re- 
member whether or not he as ever 
officially sworn in as deputy auditor. 

Most of these jubs Mr. Burney has 
held since he entered the employ of 
the county seventeen years ago—and 
until a few days ago he was qeputy 
County Treasurer in addition. 

But death stepped in and énded the 
services of the County Treasurer, who 
had heid the office for fifty years, and 
until the Supervisors of the county 
elect another to fill the place unt!) 
his successor is chosen at the fall 
election the county is without a 
treasurer—and Mr. Burney cannot 
function as his deputy. His duties 
ere not so arduous as one would 
think, however, as the 1920 census 
credits the county with but 2775 
population. 

Few of the more than 3000 persons 
who piloted their automobiles 
through Mariposa last week-end, 
when the new all-year road to To- 
semite was opened with appropriate 
ceremon' appreciated that a short 
block off the main highway is the 
oldest Courthouse in the State. 

But the newspaper men and the 
pr tographer who were in The Times 
official press car—a Star six fram the 
Los Angeles branch of the Star Mo- 
tor Company of California—weren't 
in such a hurry.

Mr. Burney takes a lot of pride in 
the fact that he successfully holds 
down so many jobs. That he has 
done so with efficiency may be gained 
from the fact, hitherto related, that 
he has done so for seventeen years. 

“Why «aren't you deputy Sheriff, 
too?” he was asked. 

“That's a young man’s job,” was 
the answer. Mr. Burney, it might ve 
explained, is in the afternoon of life. 
He added that “getting out at night 
to hunt downestills and gadding 
around over the country isn't all that 
it is cracked ~~ to be.” 

Whicr illustrates that it all de 
pends on one's point of view. There 
are a lot of young fellows who wouid 
be tickled to death to have a deputy 
Sheriff's star on their gaudy sport 
sweaters—vests are passe these days 
—and “gad” around nights to find 
hidden stills! 

So much for Mr Burney, who dis- 
charges most of the official duties of 
Mariposa county for the legally con- 
stituted officials and who is glad tu 
do 80.

The 1927 Jordan models will in-

During five years of reading and 
revising manuscripts, I have studied 
authors, as well as the would-be au- 
thors who constantly complain, “I'd 
just love to write more stories, but 
I'm so dreadfully busy. How do you 
do it?“ 

It is an old excuse, shabby and 
moth-eaten, to say the least, and I 
always think, “The people who are 
too busy to do worth-while things 
soon become back numbers. Every- 
body in the world is busy. It isn’t

The fact of the matter is, these 
Same persons are rarely too busy to 
talk over the phone for thirty min- 
utes at a time or to read trashy fle- 
tion.

Cumming, United States health officer, al- 
though advocating antitoxin, admits that 
only improved sanitation will finally eradt- 
cate diphtheria, an admission which prac 


tically puts antitoxin out of court, for if § 


only sanitation can gain the final conquest, 
who can say that it hasn't been the only 
real factor all along? 

As far as real scientific proof for the value 
of antitoxin is concerned, we have no more 
than this, that where a child with sore throat 
would have become well anyway, it may get 
well in spite of a doctor and an injection of 
antitoxin. 


Care .of the Child 
| ‘Breathing 


Were we to observe ten children, we 


would find the breathing habits of no two 


of them alike. This difference would be de- 


cidedly pronounced if we used the stethe- 


scope to aid our researches. 

Were we to draw the typical nurse’s 
chart these individual differences would be 
most pronounced. 


Nasal Breathing 


It is not so much the variation in chil- 
dren’s breathing as it is the abnormalities in 
breathing that concern us. 

In the first place, breathing should be 
completely nasal. Nature has produced 
thousands of tiny filters throughout the nas- 
al passages which purify, warm and filter 
the air. 

Mouth breathing is abnormal and is gen- 
erally caused by wrong feeding, too much 
feeding or bad habits. 

| Snoring 

Snoring is a sign of an extremely catarrh- 
al state of the nasal and mouth structures, 
together with enlarged tonsils and adenoids. 

The breathing of a child should be even, 
rhythmic, without dpbor, without undue noise 
and through the nose. It need not be at the 
same rate with any two children. It will 
depend largely upon the heart as well as 
upon the body metabolism process. . 


Nasal Obstructions 


Sowever, in those cases of abnormal 
breathing you should trace the responsible 
causes. 

In most children it is due to the forma- 
tion of enlarged tonsils and adenoids ob- 
structing the nasal- passages and conse- 
quently retarding easiness of breathing. 

Then our objective is to reduce the ton- 
sils by sensible diet. 

In other cases it is due to the engorged 
and inflamed state of the masal mucous 
membrane such as is present in catarrh, 
colds, asthma, bronchitis and similar res- 

diseases. 

Then we should strive toward overcoming 
the parent cause. 

Mouth Breathing 

Again, mouth breathing may be due to 
poor posture or to sleeping habits. 

Children should not sleep with a pillow. 
When the head and neck are curved, there 
is considerable retardation of the normal 
blood drainage and supply to the structures 
of the nose, mouth and face. 

A child who is accustomed to sleep on his 
back will breathe more poorly than one 
accustomed to sleep on his abdomen or side. 

Sleeping on the back tends to relax the 
muscles supporting the lower jaw. Snoring 


is always much more likely in such a posi- 


tion than it is otherwise. 
The Spinal Column 

Sometimes defective breathing is due to 
poor posture or nerve pressure on the spin- 
al cord. 

Mothers should constantly be on the look- 
out to see that the spinal column is straight 
and that the chest be normally used. 

Habits of slouching, slumping or other 
careless posture should be curbed in their 
inception. 

Pressure 


Gas 

Much of the time poor breathing is due to 
an overloaded digestive system. When the 
gas presses against the diaphragm i is 
difficult for this muscle to raise and lower 
itself which is its action during breathing. 

Children suffer from same “shortness of 
breath” as do adults when they over-eat. 
Under such conditions it would be better to 
feed the child six or seven times per day, 
sharply reducing the quantity for each feed- 
ing and by this means preventing any un- 
due quantity of food entering the stomach 


‘at one time.

By Robert R. Logan ; 

Health boards are constantly sending out 
notices, which in any other business than 
medicine would be called advertisements, to 
the effect that diphtheria is dangerous, that 
it can be cured or prevented by an injection 
imto the blood of a preparation called anti- 
toxin, which costs from thirty cents to five 
dollars per dose, according to your doctor, 
that this preparation is harmless and that 
you should at once go to a doctor and have 
him inject it into the blood of your children. 


: What Aatitoxin is 


* Antitoxin is the clear blood fiuid (serum) 


of a horse or other animal which bas been 
inoculated with morbid material taken from 
a person suffering from diphtheria. The 
animal is not killed when died, but is 
used again and again, sometimes for years. 
Theory Of Antitoxin 

The use of antitoxin depends upon at least 
four theories—First, that all diseases are 
caused by specific micro-organisms called 
germs: second, that the blood of a man or 
animal suffering from a disease manufac- 
tures invisible particles called “antibodies” 
which destroy or neutralize the germs of 
the disease; third, that one attack, even a 
mild one, of a disease renders a person im- 
mune to that disease; fourth, that the 
symptoms produced by the inoculation of an 
animal are in reality a genuine case of the 
disease in question. 
The Germ Theory 

As to the first, the germ theory, some in- 
vestigators like. Bechamp, Bantock, Frazer, 
Tilden and others have said that the exact 
contrary is the truth, that germs do not 
cause disease any more than sof! bacteria 
cause sewage, but that they come wiiere 
disease exists and by eating up the dead 
cells of our bodies perform a useful and 
necessary function.

THE BODY

Nerves, nerves, nerves! Everywhere, un- 
der all conditions, with all groups, young 
and old, we find this common malady. 0 

To definitely place our fingers on this or 
that as the cause or remedy is virtually im- 
possible. 

Function of Nerves 

The nerves are the electric wires of the 
body, governing every function, being at- 
fected in every ailment. Kill the nerve and 
you destroy that portion which is being fed 
by it. 

Impairment of our nervous system may 
take place from many directions. When we 
eat wrongly we are destroying our nervous 
vitality. When we suffer an injury, it is the 
nerves which give us the consciousness of 
pain. When our emotional life no langer sails 
on an even keel, it is our nerves which 
quickly make us pay the price for our indis- 
cretions. 


There is not an action of being, mental, 
physical, emotional, dietetic, hygienic, 
which is not governed in its most intimate 
and most remote detail by our nervous sys- 
tem, the most wonderful structure of the 
human body. It is the means by which we 
are biologically transformed from the lower 
animals, the distinguishing mark which 
raises us higher on the evolutionary ladder 
than any other living being. 

Nervous Superiority 

Other animals have better digestive sys- 
tems, have larger muscles, have more effi- 
cient bodies in general. 

It is only because we have, proportionate 
to our si a more ably developed nervous 
organization that we have been able to as- 
cend above them physically. | 
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The brain of man is the most highly or- 
ganized, thoroughly specialized portion of 
life ever devised by Nature. 

Starting in the new-born child, with prac 
tically no capacity whatsoever, it is capable 
of rising to heights and performing prodl- 
gies of effort and labor atterly impossible 
of any other species. 

Brain Power 

The human brain is infinitely potential in 
its power of development. The brain, how- 
ever, is merely the central powerhouse, the 
dynamo which issues forth the dictates and 
commands to every cell of a highly complex, 
coordinately and co-operatively functioning 
body. 

In its function, the nervous organization 
may be compared with a splendidly organ- 
ized telephone system. The brain is the 
power house from which the energy is man- 
ufactured. It is the source, the central 
point of all impulse. 

The spinal cord, the appendage to the 
brain, is somewhat similar to central op 
erator. In the spinal cord is a large collec: 
tion of nerves emerging to various areas of 
the body. 

The main trunk may be compared with 
the individual lines, each having its pert- 
pheral terminal point, leading to central op- 
erator, the spinal cord, and from there to 
the main powerhouse, the brain. 

Each individual nerve, in turn, divides 
and subdivides, producing an enormous num- 
ber of individual minor nerves until its ram- 
ifications become so tiny that practically 
every living cell ot the body is touched by 
them. 

Thus far we have a general outline of 
structure, 

Nervous Function 


Next we must consider the divisions of 
function. 

The nervous system is roughly divided in- 
to two general categories known as the au- 
tonomic or automatic, or involuntary nerv- 
ous system, as distinct from the voluntary, 
conscious nervous system under the con- 
trol of the will. 

Every organ is governed by one or both 
of these systems. For instance, the heart 
is governed principally by the automatic 
nervous system. Consequently, its func. 
tions Fo on ceaselessly, without thinking 
and without the command of the conscious 
brain. 

The external muscles of the body are gov- 
erned by the voluntary nervous system. 

Win Force 

We can, by the exercise of our conscious 
will, contract or relax any external muscle 
of the body. : 

On the other hand, under certain diseases 
such as St. Vitus Dance, palsy and paraly- 
sis, this conscious, voluntary function is 
lost and the involuntary or automatic 
nerves govern the function of these struc- 
tures. 

You can easily see the 0s and intimate 
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relationship between these two parts of the 
nervous system. 
Specialization of Work 

The specialization of function continues 
to a much greater extent. 

Not only have we the voluntary and invol- 
untary systems but we also have specialized 
nerves of distinct function. 

We have the motor nerves which govern 
muscular contraction: the sensory nerves 
which control the reception of all sensa- 
tion; the secretory nerves which govern se- 
cretion in the various glands of the body: 
the dilator nerves which open the tiny ort- 
fices of glands and other structures: the 
constrictor nerves which contract them. 


Centers of Action 


We have specialized areas in the brain 


and spinal cord having more or less distinct 
functions. For instance, we have a speech 
center, a thought center, a love center, a 
hate center, a sleep center, a hearing cen- 
ter, a sight center and a smelling center, 
and thus on through the various instincts, 
feelings, emotions and purely mechanical 
functions of the body. 

Every part functions co-operatively with 
every other part, all working in a smooth, 
harmonious rhythm to produce the manifold 
tasks which are performed in the ordinary 
process of living. 

The Nervous System and Health 

Not only is each nerve center directly re- 
lated to every other center but there is a 
close, intimate connection with the gen- 
eral health. 

We know, for instance, if we were to 
markedly increase or decrease the blood 
supply to the brain, nervous co-ordination 
would cease. 

If a blood-vessel broke and brain hemor- 


rhage resulted, we would have a stroke of! 


apoplexy in which there is a complete ces- 
sation of function in the area of the brain 
affected. 

From the affected center, all the nerves 
leading from it would be correspondingly 
injured. 

Effects of a Toxic-Laden Blood 

Again, we know that if we rob the brain 
of considerable quantities of blood as in 
fainting, shock or convulsion, unconscious- 
ness results with its retardation or destruc- 
tion of certain nervous functions. 

If the blood circulation is of a kind load- 
ed with foreign substances, the effect on the 
nervous system will very quickly be appar- 
ent. 

For instance, neuritis or inflammation of 
a nerve is induced principally by a blood 
stream charged with toxic wastes. 

Again, if we induce pressure on a nerve 
or injure it in any way, its effect is felt from 
the point of pressure or injury to its distal 
terminal point. 

Causes of Pain 

Every reaction of pain, distress or ill 
feeling of any nature is nothing more than 
an impulse traveling up the length of a def- 
_nite nerve to the brain centers of conscious- 
“ness. 

The causes of all pain, the causes of all 
disease are, therefore, directly related to the 
nervous affliction of the body. 

We cannot treat the brain, the spinal cord 
and the nerves of the body as separate en- 
tities with out also considering the co-ordi- 
nate functions of every other portion of the 
body. 

The study of the brain and the nervous 
system is an intensely interesting one but, 
far more important, its knowledge is vital 
toward the establishment and the mainte- 
nance of health, vitality and the extraction 
of the maximum efficiency of life.

READER 
Reducing involves acts of and 
commission. The “do's” and “don’t’s” 


are many. 
Here is the case of a young man much too 
heavy. Merely because he eats no meats 


and white bread, he probably sees no reason 


why he should be so considerably over- 
weight. 

Outside of 43 two elements, he states 
he has no other definite ideas as to proper 
diet. 

To meet this problem, it is not of such 
considerable importance that he be a die- 
titian. The knowledge of a balanced ration 
or the composition of every food is of con- 
siderably less importance than a fair meas- 
ure of self-control and will-power. 

Excessive avoirdupois is due, primarily, 
to the overconsumption of starches and 
sweets, fats and proteins, under-exercise 
and overeating, in general. 

Even if he doesn’t know the difference be- 
tween a fat and a protein, again that is of 
minor concern. Were he to correct the 
quantitative element of his diet, he would 
get results. 

Again, walking is not a satisfactory ex- 
ercise for reducing. Walking gives very 
little exercise to the muscles of the pelvis, 
abdomen, back and chest. It is necessary 


that he take special abdominal and pelvic 
exercises.

Flushed with maidenly delight, a radiant thing 
is the peach tree in springtime. — 


= OLDER gardens had an appeal to 
the palate as well as to the eye. An 
English naval officer visiting Philadelphia 
long before the Revolution wrote of the 


Evans garden that “even a glimpse through 


the palings at its nectarines and apricots 
was enough to make the mouth of the 
passer-by to water.” The Old Testament 
idea of peace and plenty was that a man 


might “sit under his own vine and his own 


fig tree.“ Any account of the early Califor- 
nia Missions is incomplete without due no- 
tice of the Padres’ adventures in horticul- 
ture, for they not only planted fruits, but 
fruits of quality. New England settlers 
from the East to Ohio have blessed the 
memory of Johnny Appleseed. Nothing 
gives quite the feeling of homelikeness as 
the ability to set on one’s table fruit from 
one’s own garden. 

And fruit trees are very beautiful. The 
fact that they are so exceedingly useful has, 
curiously enough, obscured their decorative 
value, being rather in the same case with 
the eighteenth century damsel who, to be 
properly ornamental, had to be of no eco- 
nomic value and couldn't possibly earn her 
living. The soft gray-green of olive trees is 
very lovely on a rough hill slope. There is 
no tree more beautiful than the orange tree 
—its lustrous foliage is no less handsome 
than that of the camellia, and then the 
overpowering beauty of its flowering and 
the richness of its succeeding golden fruit! 
It might easily pose for a picture of the 
apples of the Hesperides. A notable part 
of the elaborate gardens of Le Notre at 
Versailles was the Orangerie—the orange 
trees in tubs which decorated the terrace 
and were housed in the colder weather. 
Probably they were by no means as hand- 
some specimens as the simplest California 
ranch can show. Richly beautiful in flower 
and foliage is the pomegranate, which was 
prized in the gardens of old Greece. As

Blackberry vines are quite brilliantly et 
fective, and grow extremely well when

chicken yard. In fact, the gardener with 
small space, who needs to consider econ 
omy, could do much in making a place 
charming by a skillful planting of fruit 
alone. Strawberries make a delightful edg- 
ing to a flower bed, and if the runners are 
kept clipped the plants will fruit year after 
year; and though grapes grown commer- 


cially are close-pruned and not allowed to 


become rampant vines, on the home place 
there is no more worthy pergola vine than 
a grapevine. The shadows of the leaves are 
peculiarly beautiful, and the fruit so grown 
is excellent. It may also be grown on a 
trellis and cover the whole side of the 
house. 

Beside the well-known fruits, others, less 
commonly planted, are highly ornamental as 
well as useful. There is the White Sapote, 
peculiarly drought-resistant, a tree intro. 
duced into California by early Mexican set 
tlers. The Feijoa, or pineapple guava, is an 
looking evergreen shrub, with 
very beautiful flowers, white, waxy petals as 
pure white as a white camellia underneath 
and shading to crimson above. Delightfully 
fragrant is the fruit, as well as toothsome. 
The avocado tree is generally of stately 
form and handsome foliage and deserves a 
prominent place among the ornamentals 
which pay their way with beauty as well as 
fruit. 

The Natal plum should be better known 
as a hedge plant; it forms a thick-growing, 
thorny barrier several feet high, and the 
flowers in spring are white and fragrant; 
the bright scarlet fruit which follows is 
most attractive. 

The wild yellow flowering currant does 
well in very difficult soils from sandy to 
black adobe, and,

Wire Worms and Dablias a . 


An ancient enemy of the dahlia is the 
wire worm, and so far the most effective 
treatment, according to one authority, is 
calcium cyanide in a granular form. The 
method used successfully for corn is as 
follows: 

Soil is prepared as for planting and 
worked into a good condition of tilth. The 
corn is planted very thickly in rows three

thade but not excluding sir. 


feet apart. One deus later the calcium 
cyanide in granular form is sowed right 
over the tops of the seed rows so it lies an 
inch above the seed, using about a pound to 
a thousand feet of row. A week after the 
seed is planted gives the wire worms suffi- 
cient time to gather for the feast but not 
quite time to enjoy it, so that when the 
poison gas is released it results in a good 
kill. 


Now it is this practice for corn which is 
used with good effect for dahlias. A trap 
crop such as corn or split peas is planted 
before the dahlia tubers are put into the 
ground and the worms are enticed and mur- 
dered as described above, and the dahlias 
enter into cleared territory. There is also 
the old “army method” of- dealing with 
wire worms. Sink a potato in the ground, a 
wire with a white flag on it being stuck in 
the potato that it may be conveniently lo- 
cated. After a few weeks the wire worms 
will have settled in the potato, and it is 
taken up and destroyed.

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Guesswork Citrus Feeding 
. Twenty Years of Experiments Give Growers Valuable Data—Nitrogen questions 


and ‘Organic Matter Held Vital Constituents—Cottonseed Meal 
Produces Best Results for Its Cost at Chaffey 


BY CHARLES J. BOOTH, Chaffey Junior College, Ontario. 


T a recent meeting of citrus growers 
some one made the comment that the 
longer a farmer is engaged in the busi- 

ness of growing citrus the less he knows 
about the subject. Prof. Robert W. Hodg- 
son of the division of subtropical horticul- 
ture of the university was present and com- 
mented on this statement, pointing out the 
gradual increase in knowledge about citrus 
fruits and their culture, and emphasizing 
the fact that any grower who keeps in 
touch with this developing information 
must in the very nature of things know 
more about the subject each year that he 
continues in the business. 
Prof. Hodgson is right. To take only 
one subject connected with citriculture— 
fertilization—we need only compare condi- 
tions taday with those of twenty years ago 
to realize that the increase in knowledge 


on this important subject alone has been 
simply stupendous. About the only figures 
quoted twenty years ago as a guide to fer- 
tilizer practice ere those dealing with the 
amount of plant food elements removed 
by the crop and the fertilizer recommenda- 
tions based on these figures. There were 
no orchard experiments by which to check 
up the information thus noted. Indeed, 
fertilization of citrus fruits at that time 
was not carried on with a background 
of scientific data for guidance. 


The situation today is entirely different. 
The Rubidoux experiment of the University 
of California was started in 1906 and is now 
in its nineteenth year. Other experiments 
of the university have been maintained for 
shorter intervals, but some of them now 
cover a considerable number of years. Dif- 
ferent experiments are being conducted in 
various parts of the State. Experiments 
begun at Chaffey in Ontario in the fall of 
1915 are now rounding out the eleventh 
year. 

There has been a changed attitude to- 
ward experimental work in general on the 
part of the growers of citrus fruits. Brand- 
ed at first as “impractical” and “theoret- 
ical,” these experiments are now coming 
to be appraised by the growers as exceed- 
ingly trustworthy guides for determining 
fertilizer practice. 

For several years the young grove of 
the citrus experiment station at Riverside, 
on the Box Springs road site, has furnished 
a splendid example of what could be done 
in the development of a citrus property 
through the use of organic matter grown 
between the trees. This young grove is 
now nine years old. At a recent meet 
of farmers, Gordon Surr of the station 
pointed out that during these nine years 
the total cost of this young grove, includ- 
ing cost of land with water, preparation of 
land, original cost of trees, annual appli- 
cation of water, cultivation, pest control, 
and all other items of expense excepting 
interest and taxes, amounted for the nine 
years to a total per acre of $1171.64. Dur- 
ing the same time the income from the 
sale of oranges and of black-eye beans 
(grown between the rows during the first 
two or three years after the trees were 
planted) amounted to $1106.39, leaving a 
total cost for the trees during these nine 
years of an amount equal to only $65.25 
per acre. A remarkable showing! 

THE VITAL FACTORS 


As a result of these experiments in fer- 
tilization it has been shown again and 
again that nitrogen and organic matter 
constitute the vital factors in any fertilizer 
program for the soils of Southern Cali- 
fornia. There have been, of course, slight 
modifications of these general conclusions, 
and other factors have been emphasized 
from time to time. For instance, there is 


some evidence that small quantities of 


Kae 
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phosphorus may contribute to increased 
yields. The evidence seems quite certain 


that in years of light rainfall, such as those 


of the two or three seasons through which 
we recently passed, there is a tendency for 
nitrates to accumulate in the soil, creating 
a condition which may call for some modi- 
fication of fertilizer practice. There is an 
increasing inclination on the part of farm- 
ers to have their soils tested for nitrates 
at frequent intervals. As a result we will 
unquestionably have in the near future a 


very greatly increased fund of information 
on this subject. 
Dealers in fertilizers of various kinds 
will point to this or that individual grove 
as proof positive of the merits of the par- 
ticular fertilizer they have to sell. There 
is no question that citrus fruits can be 


writer recently gathered information re 
garding the cost of a ton of nitrogen from 
a number of different sources. Please 
note the reference is to “a ton of nitrogen,” 
not “a ton of fertilizer.” A ton of nitro- 
gen from nitrate of soda, for example, 
would mean approximately six and two 
thirds tong of the nitrate of soda. A ton 
of nitrogen from blood analyzing 13 per 
cent would require about seven and one 
half tons of the material.

Hope Hovers Over Moreno Valley Again 
After Years of Disappointment 


By R. R. 


IVERSIDE.—Some thirty-six years ago 
the bird of agricultural promise hov- 
ered over Moreno Valley, when the ex- 
tension of the Big Bear irrigation project 
was conceived, and even alighted for a 
brief visit, during which some scattering 
orange and olive groves were set out. Then 


ing the bird took flight and soared away to the 


north over parched and ragged hills to 
Redlands. The dry years of the early "90s 
left too little water in the Big Bear reser- 
voir to allow of any extension of the ditch 
to Moreno. 

The Moreno Valley’a broad acres are 
deep and fertile in general, with an occas- 
ional wave uprolling over some granite out- 
crop and rising gently to the north and west 
where Moreno Hills and Box Springs Moun- 
tains form divides between San Timoteo 
Canyon and the Highgrove watershed of the 
Santa Ana River. But, as with other South- 
land projects, water has been the “sine qua 
non” of Moreno Valley. 

The first hope of watering Moreno was 
awakened as early as 1880 when the State 
Engineering Department authorized a sur- 
vey of Bear Valley as a possible reservoir 
site. The report of the survey was favor- 
able and evinced a careful and thorough 
study of the formation and its practical 
possibilities. It said: 


“This valley has the appearance of once 


having held a (natural) lake whose water 


at an elevation of 135 feet above its bottom teres 


overflowed at the east end into the head of 
a canyon which leads away into the Colo-

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rado Desert. Now, however, we find a deep 
and narrow rockbound gorge leading out of 
its other extremity and joining the canyon 
of the Santa Ana River about ten miles 
above its outlet into San Bernardino 
ley. The bottom plane of the valley is 
twelve miles long and varies between a few 
hundred yards and a mile in width. Its 
lower end is narrow and rockbound, then a 
couple of miles above the damsite it opens 
into a couple of beautiful meadows whose 
level plains, 700 to 800 acres in area, are 
thirty to forty feet above the outlet, and at 
the upper end of the valley is another such 
flat covering about 800 acres and twenty to 
thirty feet higher.” 

Actual construction on a dam followed a 
visit to the valley by F. E. Brown, a young 
civil engineer, and his partner, Hiram Bar- 
ton, in 1883. They secured 4500 acres for 
their reservoir, 3800 from Los Angeles own- 
ers and 700 from the Southern Pacific Rail- 
way, and organized the Bear Valley Land 
and Water Company, with a capital stock 
of $360,000 held by eleven subscribers. It 
was incorporated in San Bernardino. Ex- 
cavation began in September of the same 
year. In 1884 it was brought to its full 
height, 64 feet. It was of the single-arch 
type and was built of granite blocks laid in 
cement mortar. It cost $75,000. |

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It was found in this study that a ton of 
nitrogen in the form of sulphate of am- 
monia would cost approximately $375, while 
in the form of a complete fertilizer analyz- 


ing 4-8-6, this same amount of nitrogen 
would cost more than $1300. Here is a 
range for the same amount of nitrogen of 
more than $900. Other materials come be- 
tween these two extremes. A ton of nitro 
gen from nitrate of soda cost approximate- 


ly $400; from nitrate of lime, over $500; 


from cottonseed meal, approximately $600; 
from 8-8 tankage, more than $700. The 
complete fertilizer, of course, was rela- 
tively high in cost because to the original 
cost of the nitrogen is added that of phos- 
phoric acid and potash, as well as a charge 
for mixing. 
WHAT EXPERIMENTS SHOWED 


It may be urged that while some of these 


‘materials cost more they give increased 


returns. The results from the Chaffey fer- 
tilizer experiment this year dealing with 
that point are illuminating. In the discus- 
sion which follows, those plots are selected 
from the Chaffey grove which received one- 
half of their fertilizer in the-form of barn- 
yard manures and one-half in the form of 
the particular fertilizer under investiga- 
tion. There were five plots. 


The first tecetved its fertilizer one-half 
in the form of complete fertilizer and one 
alf in the form of barnyard manure; the 
second, the tankage plot, received its sup- 
ply one-half from tankage and one-half 
from the barnyard; the third had all of 
its fertilizer from the barnyard; the fourth 
received one-half from sulphate of am- 
monia and one-half from the barnyard; the 
fifth received one-half from cottonseed meal 
and one-half from the barnyard. In each 


Val- case every tree received a total of two and 


one-half pounds of nitrogen. After deduct- 
ing in each case the cost of the fertilizer, 
it was found that there was a wide varia- 
tion in the income from each of the dif- 
ferent plots. The data which follow bear 
this out very conclusively. 


The income per tree this year from the 
“complete” plot, above the cost of the fer- 
tilizer, was $1.64. The income from the 
tankage plot was somewhat higher, to be 
exact, $2.25 per tree. Barnyard came next 
in the series with an income of $3.14. The 
value of the fruit on the sulphate of am- 
monia trees, above the cost of fertilizer, 
was $3.49. In the cottonseed meal plot 


the income, after deducting fertilizer cost, 


was $4.40. This shows a range extending 
from $1.64, in the case of the complete, to 
$4.40 in the case of the cottonseed meal 
plot. In other words, after paying for the 
cost of the fertilizer, cottonseed meal pro- 
duced almost three times as much in ac 
tual money as did the complete trees. 


These figures are ed on an assump- 
tion of 3.4 cents per pound for the fruit, 
an assumption which will be very far 
from the actual returns as shown by the 
packing-house figures. Of course, the ques- 
tion naturally arises as to the quality of

fruit from the different plots. Hach of 
these plots has been graded separately for 
several years and records have been kept 
of the grades each year. There is not a 
great difference in the case of the different 
plots, but what difference there is would 
tend to make the margin even wider than 
that indicated in the figures quoted above. 
That is, the quality of fruit on the plots 
receiving cottonseed meal has always been 
equal to if not a little better than the 
quality of fruit on the other plots, and the 
quality of fruit on the complete plot has 
not in any case been superior to that of 
the other plots. 

It is interesting to notice a comparison 
of cottonseed meal with barnyard manures. 
At prices prevailing this year, that is, of 
$39 and $40 per ton, cottonseed has ap- 
parently been fully as cheap as barnyard 
at $4.75 a ton; or, if sold on the unit basis, 
it has apparently been as cheap as manure 
selling for $5 per unit of nitrogen and 5& 
cents per unit of organic matter. The 
yields in the two cases have not been ma- 
terially different, but what difference there 
has been has on the whole been slightly 
favorable to cottonseed meal. For exam- 
ple, while the net income from that plot 
fertilized by barnyard and cottonseed meal 
quoted above has been $4.40, the net in- 
come per tree from the fruit fertilized by 
cottonseed meal alone has this year been 


$4.88 per tree. 
. COST VITAL FACTOR — 

In making sweeping statements of this 
sort regarding the merits of any one ma- 
terial as a fertilizer, two things must be 
kept in mind: First, the figures are for 
1926 only; second, one very essential con- 
sideration is that of cost. If cottonseed 
meal next year should be materially higher 
in price than it is this year, then the 
statements that are here made with regard 
to it might be entirely changed. But that 
simply emphasizes the general proposition 
that in deciding on the purchase of one 
fertilizer material as against another, cost 
must always remain an important factor in 
the final decision. 

The elements which enter into cost 
stitute a subject for study in themselves. 
The question of supply and demand, of 
course, always has an exceedingly impor- 


tant bearing on it. Because of that fact - 


the price of cottonseed meal is liable to 
fluctuate from year to year. Because of 
that fact, also, the price of sulphate of am- 
monia will probably continue to remain low 
for some time to come, as it is a by-product 
in the refining of iron ore. The time when 
the order is placed is also a determining 
factor in cost. When fertilizers are being 
purchased by large numbers of persons for 
immediate delivery, the price is liable to 
be somewhat higher. Whenever schemes 
are devised whereby financial risk is re- 
duced to a minimum, sellers can afford to 
take less profit. There is no question of 
the fact also that dealers can afford to. 
make better prices for materials in large 
than in small quantities. It is, therefore, 
always a good idea when growers can 
agree in general on material whith they 
wish, to pool their purchases. The writer 
realizes that purchases for 1926 will prac- 
tically all have been made before this ar- 
ticle is read; but this is exactly the time 
to begin to think about next year.

of the Santa Ana River, and the taking 
over of the South Fork Canal Company. 
An agreement was made with the Redlands 
Water Company to extend the South Fork 
ditch to Lugonia, Redlands, and, possibly, 
Moreno. This brought the dove of promise, 
but the water did not follow, and the old 
brick buildings which still stand at the Mo- 
reno crossroads on the Riverside-Banning 
highway are mute monuments of unrequited 
hopes fostered in 1891. aa 

The present Bear Valley multiple-arch 
dam was completed in 1912, with its crest 
28 feet above the top of the old structure. 
But the increased capacity of the dam 
was absorbed in the growth of the Red- 
lands district. Moreno remained a vast hay 
and grain field. However, the orange groves 
were not neglected and today the orange 
area, though small, has been isolated from 
pests-and diseases and thé growers boast 
great economy in production. 

In 1919 the Moreno Mutual Irrigation 
Company was organized at a mass meet- 
ing of landowners. Seventy acres were se- 
cured on the old Singleton ranch in San 
Timoteo Canyon and five wells were driven. 
Pumps give a maximum flow of 500 inches, 
and water rights on 3000 additional acres 
of water-bearing land indicate the possibil- 
ity of increasing this flow. A contract was 
let for the completion of a pipe line from 
the wells to the valley in August, 1926, and 
the extension of the distributing system is 
to be effected through six or eight miles of 
concrete mains and laterals. 

During the last two y permanent im- 
provements have been e along dhe Mo- 
reno highway. About 200 acres have been 


set Walnut« and the trees are . thriving. 
On Nelson ranch forty acres have been 
planted to walnuts and this tract is being 
intercropped to potatoes. This year the 
crop is estimated at 18 sacks to the acre. 
Another young walnut grove is interset to 
grapes. 

Indications point to a sound, substan- 
tial growth in. Moreno Valley. The water 
system now under construction will irrigate 
a considerable acreage, and the bird of 
promise seems to be giving signs of return- 
ing again, accompanied by the most impor- 
tant of the whole flock, the bird of fulfill- 
ment. 


Former Alaskan Finds 
Gold in Berries 


COSTA MESA.— There is gold here, in 
berries and other crops, even as in Alaska,” 
says Louis F. Rochat, who with his mother 
is growing blackberries on 25 acres in Costa 
Mesa. He should know, for he landed in 
Dutch Harbor in 1901 and stayed in Alaska 
for twelve years. His experiences there 
were extremely interesting. He says he 
was well acquainted in his “sour dough” 
days with Rex Beach, whose books he en- 
joys greatly, as he recognizes originals 
of many of the characters in them. 

One of the memories he cherishes of the 
Alaskan country is of the flowers. The 
three-month summer in the “nerth country” 
is a blaze of color, for time is short and 
plant life there enjoys continual sunshine 
day and night and grows with amazing ra- 
pidity. Mr. Rochat has brought his love 
of flowers south with him, and maybe his 
experiences in the gold rush have made 
him enjoy doing difficult things. For rec- 
reation in leisure hours he grows roses, 
specializing in the yellow varieties because, 
— says, they are hardest to keep pure in 
color. 

He came to Costa Mesa two and a half 
years ago, and credits common sense for 
achievements on his land. First he had an 
analysis made of his soils, so that he would 
be aided in determining what would grow 
beat. Then he laid out his tract carefully 
and leveled it. He made his preparations 
before he began cultivation, he says, yet he- 
cause he had learned agriculture by é@xperi- 
ence (for he knew nothing about it) “Sut 
because that seemed to be the proper way 
to do anything.” ; 

His principal crops consist of \ blackber- 
ries, loganberries, blackcaps, red raspberries, 
dewberries and strawberries. Berries begin to 
bear in their second year, and he says they 
will yield satisfactorily for nine years. This 
year he picked the first berries on March 17. 
Some varieties continue to fruit until the 
middle of August. Early berries bring a 
good price. He marketed his first at a 
large hotel in Pasadena for $10 a crate, but 
as other fruit arrived, the price dropped. 

Mr. Rochat says that the spirit of co-op 
eration is vital for the farmer. By work- 
ing together, by using common sense and 
by having a willingness to learn, he says, 
the growers will win with berries as with 
other crops. His mother believes that vis- 
ion is also something a farmer needs. She 
says: 

“When we first came here I couldn't see 
anything but sand, but Louis saw just what 
the place would look like after years of la- 
bor, and that vision is being fulfilled.”

POMONA.—H. Richard, vice-president of 
the local branch of the Associated Rabbit 
Breeders of Southern California, presided 
at a recent meeting of the organization, at 
which plans were made for enlarging the 
rabbit show at the Los Angeles County Fair.

PEACHES ARE DRIED 

SHAFTER.—Peach drying is under way 
on the Sill and Jones Ranch near this place. 
Forty women ‘are employed in cutting, and 
thirty-eight men are busy picking and hand- 
ling the fruit. One day’s cutting is said to 
have disposed of 20 tons of peaches. It is 
said that by the end of the drying season 
500 tons of fresh fruit will have been cut 
and dried, which will amount to about 100 
tons of the dried product. Prices on dried 
peaches are reported to be very good this 
year.

ITH a frankness that commands ad- 

miration, the Better Business Bureau 
of Miami is gunning for the real estate 
concerns selling worthless or grossly over- 
priced Florida lands by various and devi- 
ous methods. The bureau has issued pieces 
of paper of the size and general color 
scheme of a currency bill and labeled 
“Bogus,” with the recommendation that 
they be used to buy the many worthless 
investments offered. These bills“ are be- 
ing widely distributed in other States. 
Along with the stage“ money the organ- 
ization is giving some sound advice in 
these words, “Before you invest, investi- 
gate!” 

There is plenty of worth-while land, hon- 
estly priced, to be had in Florida, the bu- 
reau points out in its literature, and the 
time has come to warn the world against 
the unscrupulous sharks who are so will- 
ing to cloud the State’s fair name by ex- 
ploiting other kinds. The bureau is going 
farther and condemning the promoters who 
deal in half-truths by misrepresenting the 
possibilities of production or income on 
- parcels of land which, while perhaps good 
enough in themselves, are too small or oth- 
erwise unsuitable for the purposes adver- 
tised. The sincerity of the movement that 
has thus been so fearlessly launched is 
apparent. 

The business men back of it are unques- 
tionably doing their State a real service. 
Crooked exploitation, permitted to go on 
indefinitely, would have given Florida a 
black eye from which it would have been 
a generation recovering, and events now 
being reported from the section reveal too 
plainly that great harm has already been 
done by the faking land boomers. Florida 
is likely to have a headache for some time 
as a consequence of its spree of the last 
few years, but it will get back on the sound 
basis of deserved prosperity the quicker 
for the actions of responsible thinking folk 
like the Miami business men. 


There are exploitation projects in Cali- 
fornia, it must be admitted, that will bear 
the closest watching and it is gratifying to 
now that the Los Angeles Chamber of 


come «a time when the Miami plan esula 
be used to advantage here. 

The big thing that sticks out in the 
Miami bureau's sound advice to the public 
is the earnest admonition to every would- 
be buyer to investigate before he puts up 
any money. It is the old common-sense 
injunction to “look before you leap,” and 
there would be a few million less heart- 
aches in the world if all humanity had 
been heeding it. God gave people brains 
to think with, and there is no stranger 
thing in human experience than the fact 
that so many do not use them for, that 
purpose. If every investment in lands, in 
Florida, California and everywhere else, 
were the result of careful investigation, a 
greater national prosperity would unques- 
tionably be ours. There is no sense in 
most of the economic waste and loss that 
comes from blind plungings into this and 
that and the other scheme cooked up by 
crooks or get-rich-quick promoters. 


Misnamed Insects 


W* MUST not be deceived by the names 
given to our insect pests. Just be 
cause we call one a corn-ear worm, and an- 
other a tomato worm is no sure sign that 
these creatures will stay on corn or toma- 


toes and not touch, taste and handle any- 


thing else in the garden. 

Back in Georgia the corn-ear worms are 
reported to have practically destroyed a 
crop of peaches on 4000 trees. The or- 
chardist grew a crop of vetch in his orchard 
and did not turn it under soon enough. 
The worms took vetch for their breakfast 
food, climbed up into the trees and de- 
voured the green peaches for dessert and 
then, still unsated, started out to dine in 
other orchards near by. 

Many of our pests are almost omniverous. 
They may prefer the plant after which they 
are named, but if that particular favorite 
of their dietary is not handy, they aren't 
going to starve. They learn to like other 
things, and acquire new tastes readily. 

There is only one safe way to deal with 
a pest and that is to exterminate it if pos- 
sible. | 


Check Enzymes’ Action 
Enzymes exist in all fresh fruit and veg- 
etables. These agencies bring about nor- 
mal ripening and, unless checked, cause 
final decay. The heat of cooking and can- 
ning stops their action. In addition, minute 
bacteria in the air cause spoilage if allowed 
to work unmolested on vegetable growths. 
If they are all killed amd the product is 
sealed within a sterile, air-tight container, 
no spoilage occurs. Choosing fresh fruits 
and vegetables for camning, processing 
(heating sufficiently to kill bacteria) and 
air-tight sealing are the three steps in suc- 
cessful home canning.

Farm News of the Great Southwest 


DOWN-TO-DATE REPORTS FROM TIMES CORRESPONDENTS 


MEr.— The Hemet City Council has 

passed a resolution of intention to 

purchase twenty acres of land adjoin- 
ing the 40-acre peach orchard now owned 
by the city, where the Hemet sewer system 
empties. The present farm will bring a 
tidy sum to the city coffers this summer 
from the peaches and the corn interplant- 
ed in the rows. The twenty acres to be 
bought will also be set out to peach trees, 
it is understood. : 


SURVEY UNDER WAY 


RIVERSIDE.—The first fleld meeting of 
citrus growers interested in the soil mois- 
ture survey now being conducted by the ag- 
ricultural extension service of the Univer- 
sity of California through the Riverside 
County Farm Bureau, and the Citrus com- 
mittee of the Riverside Chamber of Com- 
mence, was held at the Dammers grove in 
Riverside recently. The survey; with both 
orchard and laboratory tests, will extend 
over a period of two years, and informa- 


tion will be compiled which is expected to ti 


be of great value to the entire citrus dis- 
trict in determining the proper handling 
of irrigation water. 


CAULIFLOWER ARRIVES 


SAN FERNANDO.—Home grown cauli- 
flower retailing at 15 cents per head is com- 
ing on the local markets. The quality of 


the first lugs is excellent, the heads being 


large, crisp and white. Several fields ad- 
jacent to San Fernando are devoted to 
growing this vegetable. 


TIME TO CUT HAY 

PHOENIX (Ariz.).—The Roosevelt Hay 
Growers’ Association is urging alfalfa grow- 
ers to pay more attention to quality. Farm- 
ers are told that too many leave the fields 
till they are in full bloom before cutting, 
and that “to be of proper quality hay 
should be cut just as it goes into bloom.” 
Many farmers believe that they lose weight 
if they cut too early, but it is asserted by 
the association that most of the weight is 
in the leaves, and that after blossoming the 
leaves shatter and fall and little is left but 
the stems. A warning is given against re- 
rakings and discolored hay, which should 
be used at home and not baled for sale. Al 
falfa should not, the association declares, 
be baled while dew is on it, and the 
California method of baling at night in the 
dryest period is recommended. 


DEVELOPS NEW TOMATO 


POMONA.—L. C. Johnson, who special- 
izes in the growing of tomato plants, has, 
after three years of experimentation, de- 
veloped a new tomato variety which he has 
named the “Pomona.” He reports that it 
produces the fruits in clusters on single 
stems and is hardy and blight-resistant. He 
believes that much blight may be prevented 
by proper irrigation. He keeps his soil 
moist but does not allow the water to get 
on the plants themselves. 


GOOD PRICES FOR FIGS 


DINUBA.—Tulare Black Mission 
figs have been better received on the east- 
ern markets this year than ever before. 
While Tulare county has about 9000 acres 
planted to figs, ohly about 500. of the 5000 
acres actually in bearing are set to Black 
Missions. Shipments of this variety this 
season were undertaken by the Federal 
Fruit Company through the California Fruit 
Distributors. They brought good prices. 


RED SPIDER SCARCE 


VISALIA.—Red spider on prune, peach, 
apricot and walnut orchards of Tulare coun- 
ty was very light this year, according to 
horticultural men. Few orchards had any 
red spider at all and those where the pest 
did appear were not badly infested and the 
pest was quickly controlled. Officials attrib 
ute this to extensive control measures dur- 
ing the past two seasons, and the cool 
spring during breeding time of the spider. 
However, it is pointed out that growers 
should not take it for granted that the pest 
will not appear next year, but should be 
just as diligent in cleaning up weeds and 
grass in the orchards and around fences 
again this coming winter 


SHIP FIGS BY EXPRESS 


REEDLEY.—Express shipments of pre- 
cooled Calimyrna figs have started from the 
Reedley plant of the Stewart Fruit Compa- 
ny. It is expected that the Mission and Ka- 
dota varieties of figs will also be handied. A 
total of 8955 acres of figs is under cultiva- 
tion in Tulare county at present, with but 
4866 acres for the season. In 1924, there 
were but 700 acres of the fruit in the coun- 
ty. Tulare county growers made $50,000 
from dried figs and $175,000 from fresh fig 
shipments last year, it is stated. 


GUESSWORK 
MESA (Aris.)— The Mesa Lettuce Grow- 
ers’ Association has resolved that its prod- 


* 


uct shall not be planted in haphazard fash- 
fon on any sort of ground. So next season 
there is to be a judging of the quality of 
the soil on which the lettuce is to be grown, 
and this will be done by William Thomp- 
son, a successful grower. The association's 
pack is to be standardized on the basis of 
four dozen heads to the crate, a size found 


most profitable in the market. It has been 


demonstrated that on rich land an average 
of 320 crates to the acre of standard lettuce 
can be produced. 


INDICATIONS FAVORABLE 


REDLANDS.—aAnother good year is prom- 
ised the orange growers, for most of the 
growers report only a normal June drop and 
as heavy a crop of oranges setting on the 
trees as there was during the year just 
passed, total shipments for which will be 
well above 4500 cars. The fruit is growing 
rapidly, for the weather conditions have 
been good. There will be a good crop of 
Valencias this coming year, from all indica- 


FAIR IN AUGUST 


STOCRTON.— The San Joaquin County 
Fair will be held here August 24 to 29, in- 
clusive. The livestock division is reported 
well supplied with entries. A big poultry 
show is assured, according to the officials, 
A dog show, horse and other features are 
serving to stir interest. E. G. Vollman is sec- 
retary and general manager of the fair. 


FINE MILO FIELD 


McFARLAND.—The Kraft Brothers’ 
ranch, west of here, has one of the finest, 
if not the finest, fields of milo in the entire 
district. The growth is uniform all over 
the eighty-acre field, broad-leaved and glis- 
tening dark green—not gray green and thin 
bladed as poor corn appears. The heads 
are large, and already colored deep red and 
yellow. The Krafts are noted for their fine 
corn, and last year received $49.00 a ton for 
the first they cut, which was sold to the 
Aggeller and Musser Seed Company of Los 
Angeles. They are looking forward to a 
good price this year, and if all goes well, 
will cut a good deal in advance of other 
growers. Due to the large acreage of cot- 
ton, there is not much corn ‘being grown 
ia this district this year. 


GOOD PRICE FOR ONIONS : 
SHAFTER.—Two cars of onions, shipped 


out of this district recently by the Kern 


Fruit Company, brought good prices on the 
eastern markets. One car was filled with 
crated Spanish Sweets from the ranches 
of A. Siebert and Dr. Kay and brought a re- 
ported price of $3 to $4 per hundred. The 
other car contained sacked onions and is 
said to have sold at $2.75 to $3 per hundred. 
The latter shipment wsa wn by J. J. 
Siemens. Word from ern buyers is 
said to have been that the onions were 
among the best ever received by them. 


HOME MARKET INCREASES 


WOODVILLE.—A heavy tonnage of pota- 
toes was shipped this season from the Wood- 
ville-Poplar section of Tulare county. It is 
believed that the total for the season will 
be 150 cars. Horticultural Commissioner 
Frank R. Brann is enthusiastic over potato 
growing in this a. The tubers produced 
here have been of fine quality and both the 
outside and home demands have been good. 
More and more county dealers are using 
home-grown spuds even as they are using 
more home-grown waterntelons, cantaloupes 
and lettuce. 


MORE VALENCIAS GROWN 
PHOENIX (Ariz.)— According to Manager 
Irving Miller of the Arizona Citrus Grow- 
ers, the oranges, grapefruit and lemons of 
the Salt River Valley return the growers 
about $1,000,000 a year. There is a steady 


increase in the acreage set to citrus, most- — 


ly in small tracts, and a notable turn to- 
ward Valencias is reported, although Wash- 
ington navels, maturing before frost, are 
still favorites. The Arizona Valencia is 
exceptionally sweet. About 300 cars of cit- 
rus have been shipped during the past sea- 
son by the association, most of it being 
grapefruit, while a 75 cars have been 
consumed locally or were shipped by indi- 
viduals. One hundred cars of oranges N 
readily this season, chiefly in Chicago. 
association has a model packing plant here; 
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with an investment of $150,000. 


GRAPES RIPEN FAST 

POMONA.—The recent hot weather rip- 
ened the grapes of San Fernando Valley 
very rapidly. Tons of grapes will be used 
for jellies and canned, and many will be 
shipped for table use. Raisin-drying plants 
are preparing for a busy season. The crop 
is reported to be a large one.

The wings of the White Leghorn have 
never degenerated into useless appendages 
in the long course of breeding for egg pro- 
duction.

The fair season now imminent 

livestock has actually “come back” 
California. While thousands of 
have mo representation at the fairs and 
shows, nevertheless there is a close ratio 
between the Iivestock industry and the 
number and quality of animals exhibited. 
Fair secretaries are a unit in declaring that 
livestock entries are larger this year than 
they were a year ago, and this may be 
taken as an almost infallible sign that 
there is a healthy tone to the business on 
the farms and ranches. Dairy and beef 
cattle, hogs, sheep and horses—all the 
representatives of the industry—will be 
exhibited at practically all of the fairs of 


California this year. 


The Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America has issued its list of the leading 
Holstein herds of the United States for 1925. 
The rank is determined by a point system 
based on official testing, with due allowance 
for age. For the first time in many years 
California drops from first to second place, 
being superseded by Michigan. Washihg- 
ton comes third and New York is fourth. 
The highest California herd is that of Sar- 
gent Brothers of Tulare, which scored 257 
pojnts. Pottenger Sanitarium of Monrovia 
was second; F. 8. Borror and Sons of Tip- 
ton came fourth, and F. 8. Pellissier of 
Whittier came fifth. Only eighteen herds in 
this State won any points at all, and among 
them besides those mentioned, Los Angeles 
county has El Colmo Ranch of Norwalk, 
Earl Graham of Rivera, and Santa Monica 
Dairy Company of Venice. All pure-bred 
Holstein herds in the United States which 
are doing official testing are eligible, so that 
the showing made by the State is regarded 


as remarkably good. 


The demand for Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
appears to be growing steadily, according to 
word from Harrison Stock Farms at Wood- 
land. Kenneth McGregor, the superintend- 
ent of that great breeding establishment, 
writes that hardly a week passes without 
a number of sales of breeding stock, from

A Montreal (Can.,) Ayrshire cow, Nel- 
lie Osborne of Elm Shade 16th, owned by 
W. C. Wylie, is reported to have produced 
1003 pounds of butter fat in a 365-day test, 
giving 23,223 pounds of milk in the year. 
This is the first Ayrshire cow to pass the 
1490-pound mark, the best previous record be- 
ing 979 pounds, also made by a Camadian 
The best Ayrshire record in the United 
States was that of Lily of Willowmoor in 
the herd of J. W. Clise, Redmond, Wash., 
of 955.56 pounds of butter fat. 


The California Department of Agricul- 
ture has just issued a statistical report 
of State dairy products for 1925, which 
states that 48 per cent of the 125,000,000 
pounds of butter fat produced in the 
State last year went into the manufacture 
of butter, Market milk took 26 per cent of 
the total, cream 9 per cent, evaporated 
milk, 8 per cent, cheese, 1.9 per cent, ice 
cream, 5 per cent and the balamce is used 
for miscellaneous products. The per capi-

Along with the delayed foliation of fruit 
and walnut trees, the unusual weather 
which we have had this year might almost 
appear also to have had its effect on the 
dairy cows. In Los Angeles county a fall- 
ing off of the butter-fat content in milk has 
been observed by the local dairymen and 
some study has been devoted to the matter 
in-the hope that the cause and remedy 
might be discovered. It is said to be partic- 
ularly noticeable in the yields of the small- 
er whole milk dairies, and it is thought pos- 
sible that more general testing might en- 
able them to sort out and dispose of the 
cows which have fallen down in this partic- 
ular. In the larger dairies where testing is 
conducted all the time, the culls have been 
thrown out and the butter-fat content of the 
milk has held up much better. 


Reports from Imperial Valley are that 
only a few thousand head of cattle re- 
main there out of the 45,000 odd head 
taken there to feed last fall. It is stated 
that fewer cattle and more sheep will be 
fed there during the coming season.

The anti-tuberculosis campaign wa.ca is 
being waged throughout the State has had 
the effect of reducing the number of good 
dairy cows available in California, and buy- 
ers have perforce been compelled to seek 
some animals farther afield. Dairying as 
conducted in Southern California is a high- 
ly specialized business, probably more so 
than in adjoining States, and feeding pro- 
grams are carried on along well defined 
schedules. Many of the cows brought here 
do not produce as well as their breeding 
would indicate, probably because the change 
in climate and in feeds has affected their 
production. Also, dairymen elsewhere as 
well as here are inclined to keep their best 
animals and sell those they do not care 80 
much for. The San Joaquin Valley has 
been a good source of dairy cattle for Los 
Angeles county herds in the past, and it is 
to be hoped that the herds will be cleaned 
up speedily and that new stock will be 
available before long from this excellent 
source. 


Twelve years ago Dr. James R. Slonaker, 
physiologist of the Sanford University, be 
gan a series of experiments aimed at the 
determination of the comparative nutritive 


values of a strict diet of vegetables and a 


mixed diet including vegetables and meat. 
He used rats for his experiments because 
they are easily handled and, like human 
beings, are omniverous. He has com- 
pleted his experiments, and some of the 
results are of interest in this day of de- 
precation of the value of meat in diet. 

He found that the rats which were fed 
both meat and vegetables lived almost 
twice as long as those which were main- 
tained on vegetables alone: that a vege- 
table diet only increased mortality among 
the young and that all the young of the 
second generation died without reproduc- 
ing; that the weight of the vegetarian 
rats was from 25 to 35 per cent below 
normal at birth and that the mixed diet 
of meat and vegetables produces about 
seven times as much activity as did the 
straight vegetable diet. 


Big horse-teams are coming into favor 
rapidly in some sections, especially in dry- 
farming areas, according to the United 
States Department of Agriculture. Equal- 
ized hitches and simple harness have facili- 
tated the handling of big teams. The neces- 
sity of holding down labor costs where crop 
yields are comparatively low prompts farm- 
ers to double up their power resources. Just 
as the railway uses bigger engines and 
hauls longer trains with the same crews 
which formerly handled smaller engines and 
fewer cars, so-the farmer is increasing the 
horse power with the same man power. Un- 
der certain conditions, the department 
states, horses are cheaper than tractors, es- 
pecially where horses can be fed home- 
grown feed without much cash outlay. There 
is less packing of soil where horses are 
used and this is an advantage over tractors 
in summer fallowing. Experience shows 
that one man can handle twelve horses and 
a 4bottom plow as easily as he can six 


horses and a 2-bottom plow, or two horses 


and a sulky plow. Devices have been de- 
veloped whereby one mam can harness 
twenty horses, take them out of the barn, 
water and hook them up without difficulty.

Good Grape Season in 
“North End” 


CALIPATRIA.—Thompson Seedless, Mala- 
ga and other varieties of early table grapes 
produced well in the district tributary to 
Calipatria this summer. A. Finley reports 
that he picked 2900 lug boxes of Thompson 
Seedless grapes from his ten-acre vineyard 
near Niland. Charles H. Jones, picked his 
first box for shipment on June 6 and continued 
shipping by express in large quantities until 
July 8, when he sent a carload by freight to 
Los Angeles. Express shipments of Thomp-

Pruning Has Influence 
on Peach Yield 


HEMET.—Seventy-four Tuscan Cling 
peach trees in the orchard of Hamilton Rose 
of Hemet are believed to be among the 
heaviest producers of peaches in the valley. 
Last year these trees bore a crop of about 
eleven tons, and this year he estimates the 
crop at considerably more than that. The 
rest of his orchard is planted to Sims 
peaches and these, too, are bearing heavily. 

Mr. Rose believes that his heavy crops 
are due to his method of pruning. Some 
other peach growers of the Hemet Valley 
pruned their trees under his direction last 
winter and it is said their orchards also 
show an increased production. 

Many of the peach orchards in the val- 
ley bear as low as five tons to the acre, and 
deciduous fruit experts are planning a cam- 
paign for raising the average. New prun- 
ing methods and the use of cover crops will 
be included. It is claimed that turning un- 
der legumes will help hold moisture in the 
soil after irrigation, and add needed plant 


A report issued by the Federal Depart- 
ment of Agriculture shows that the nation’s 
consumption of lettuce is steadily growing, 
Shipments in 1925 were six times as great 
as they were in 1916, and the estimated 
total value of the lettuce crop of the United 
States is given at $20,000,000. Potatoes, 
Sweet potatoes and tomatoes are the only 
vegetables exceeding lettuce in value on the 
nation’s market.

Barly in June, discovery was made of the 
existence of a small quantity of puncture 
vine near Lakeside. R. R. McLean, County 
Horticultural Commissioner, is making ev- 
ery effort to keep this pest under control 
and has had a survey made to determine 
the degree of its spread in the county. Rel- 
atively small infestations have been found 
in the El Cajon, Viejas Valley and Jacum- 
ba districts and along railroad rights of 
way at Campo, Oldtown, Linda Vista, Cor- 
rento and Oceanside. The railroads are 
spraying the tracks, where infestations oc- 
cur, with oil and infestations at Lakeside 
and El Cajon have been similarly treated. 
Others were hoed down while the plants 
were small. By general co-operation it is 
believed this weed can be kept from spread- 
ing or doing much harm. 

The county has been very fortunate in 
receiving a good rainfall this season, the 
Weather Bureau at San Diego reporting a 
total of 15.66 inches in the city, or 5.65 
inches above normal. 

The canning industries are showing good 
progress, canned goods of the value of over 
$365,000 having been shipped out by water 
during the first five months of the year, ac 
cording to the report. 


Southland Posies Sold 
in Metropolis

ONTARIO.—Southern California water 
lilies for the New York City cut-flower 
market! 

Incredible as it may sound, water lilies 
grown in Ontario are now being placed on 
sale in the flower shops of the nation’s 
metropolis within four days after their cut- 
ting here, according to announcement of 
Charles P. Hayes, owner of the Sunny Slope 
Water Gardens, whose sixteen pools set to 
lilies and other water plants, forming the 
largest commercial institution of its kind 
on the Pacific Coast, only recently started 
coming into bloom. 

Satisfactory shipment of the dainty lilies 
to New York and other large cities through- 
out the country has been made possible by 
a patented iced carrier, the invention of 
Otto and August Kramer, Ontario nursery- 
men, who have for some time past used 
the carrier with entire success in shipping 
other cut flowers to the eastern markets. 


The carrier virtually brings the New 
York flower market to Ontario’s gates and 
makes it possible to place water lilies on 
sale in the metropolis many weeks before 


the eastern product is ready for harvest. 


Kramer Brothers personally supervised the 
packing of the first few shipments and 
have received many compliments on the 
excellent condition in which the blossoms 
arrived at the other end. 

The Sunny Slope Water Gardens, now & 
riot of bloom, are at the foot of Euclid 
avenue, Ontario’s famous double-drive bou- 
levard. The sixteen pools cover two and 
a half acres and Mr. Hayes has plans for 
doubling their capacity during the coming 
year. To be seen at their best, the pools 
must be viewed before 3 o'clock p.m., as 
the lilies commence to close for the night 
at that hour. 

The water gardens now contain fifteen 
varieties of lilies, from which the proprietor 
expects to harvest between 300,000. and 
400,000 cut blooms before the present sea- 
son closes. He is now negotiating for the 
importation from Germany of 147 additional 
varieties. 

Mr. Hayes started in a smal] way a year 


or two ago to propagate fancy goldfish, for 


which he found a ready market. He has 
not dropped this enterprise, but has com- 
bined it with lily growing, and thousands 
of fancy fish, from which he is supplying a 
large clientele, are now to be found in his 


pools. 


Mr. Hayes has already booked standing 


orders from many of the largest nursery 
and cut-flower concerns throughout the 
country for supplies both of cut blooms and 
bulbs from his Ontario farm, which gives 
promise of becoming an important industry 
of this section.

VISTA.—It is no easy job to Manage a 
fair-sized ranch, and John A. Whetstone, a 
veteran citrus grower who has lived in this 
district for some years, and who is looking 
after three places at once, admits that he 
has his hands full. And it is certain he 
has plenty of variety in his work, for one 
place is an established producer, another 
merely “coming on” and the third in its 
earliest stages of development. 

The developed place is owned by L. 8.

Twomey of Cleveland, O., and comprises 
forty-five acres of bearing lemons. When 
the Ohio man took it over seven years ago 
the place, to use his manager’s expression, 
was merely a “collection of shade trees,” 
poor stock none too well taken care of. Mr. 
Whetstone supplied the necessary care and 
started a systematic program of top work- 
ing until the whole had been remade. Four 
years ago, the manager states, the yield 
from the whole planting was only 300 boxes. 
The next year it was 1700 boxes; two years 
ago, 3800 boxes: This year, in early June, 
it was 11,500, amd a total of 15,000 boxes 
was expected. Last year, Mr. Whetstone 
points out, the planting suffered from lack 
of water, due to dependence on pumps, but 
he hopes, this problem is settled now that a 
supply is available from the Henshaw daan 
gravity system put im for the Vista area. 
Commercial fertilizer has been applied and 
barnyard manure is to follow, and a big pro- 
duction is expected from now on. 


Mr. Whetstone is now working in an ex- 
perimental way on the development of a 
portion of a 240-acre holding recently pur- 
chased by Jack Holt, Hollywood motion-ptc- 
ture actor. The property adjoins the lemon 
grove and has only three acres in fruit, 
much of this having been put out by Mr. 
Whetstone for a previous owner. There are 
several varieties of citrus, including a Al- 
gerian tangerine for which high hopes are 
entertained. Avocadoes, guavas, persim- 
mons and several of the commoner decidu- 
ous fruits are also included and all are be- 
ing carefully studied so that “just the right 
kinds of trees may be put out when the 
time comes.” 

Near by Mr. Whetstone has eleven acres 
of his own on which he is putting out 300 
avocado trees, mostly Fuertes, and which 
he expects to develop almost entirely to the 
“butter fruit.” He declares the soil of this 
particular area is ideal for “coloring” fruits, 
due to the porphyry content of the red soil.
